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ROBERT E. HARLAN 


President and Chief Executive Officer 
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In two years as operating head of the Green Bay Packers, Inc., 
Robert E. “Bob” Harlan has implemented a broad and innovative agenda 
while putting his personal stamp on the office of president and chief 
executive officer. 

Harlan, who succeeded Judge Robert J. Parins as president at the 
organization's annual stockholders’ meeting June 5, 1989, lost little time 
initiating his first major project. Ten weeks later, in late August of 1989, 
he announced plans to construct 1,920 club seats — a historic “first” for the home of the Packers — and 
36 new private boxes in Green Bay's Lambeau Field, an $8,263,000 expansion which increased the 
stadium capacity to nearly 60,000. It was completed in time for the start of 1990 National Football 
League pre-season play. 

A firm believer in the importance of an ongoing, person-to-person dialogue with the team's fans, 
the 54-year-old lowa native also scheduled and staged the first “Breakfast with the Packers” functions 
in club history, gatherings for fans selected at random by the computer, at which he invited questions 
and feedback from them about the Packer organization. The first was held in Green Bay in 1990, the 
second at Milwaukee in May of this year. 

Committed to making the fans’ day at the stadium as enjoyable as possible, Harlan also directed 
the formulation of a comprehensive program designed to encourage responsible drinking by fans in 
Lambeau Field. Results in 1990, the first year of its existence, indicate it was a success, with arrests 
for misconduct down appreciably from the year before. 

In what was unanimously approved and widely hailed — within and outside the organization — as a 
master stroke, Harlan also nominated Milwaukee Brewers President Allan H. “Bud” Selig to the Packer 
board of directors at the 1990 annual meeting, a move designed to promote a closer relationship 
between the two Wisconsin sports franchises. 

A year earlier, while still executive vice president of administration, he was the catalyst in the 
implementation and development of a long-term marketing program, launched with the hiring of a 
director of marketing and the opening of an official outlet store in the Packer administration building, a 
project which already has become a solid success and gives promise of greater dividends in the future. 

In the overall process, Harlan has adhered to the agenda he had set for himself on the occasion of 
his election as president, when he announced, “! want to move this franchise ahead in every area... 
We've got to be successful from top to bottom to succeed. And we are going to succeed.” 

At that point, he addressed what he termed the two key “bottom lines . . . Obviously, one is 
winning football games and the other is keeping the organization financially solvent and strong so it 
can always remain in Green Bay and compete with the other 27 clubs in this league.” 

Becoming president of the Green Bay Packers, he also revealed on that day, had exceeded his 
fondest dreams. 

“In 1960, when | had just graduated from Marquette University and was working as sports 
information director, just getting started in public relations, | attended a Packer game in Milwaukee 
County Stadium,” he told members of the media following his election. “| made a comment to my wife 
that | hope | can grow in the public relations field and become competent enough that someday | can 
become the public relations director for the Green Bay Packers. When the opportunity came along 11 
years later to join this fine organization, | jumped at it. . . To be associated with the NFL and the 
Packers, | have been highly honored . .. That honor has reached a new and incredible level.” 

Since taking over as chief executive officer, Harlan has become actively involved in National 
Football League matters and currently serves on the influential NFL Properties Executive Committee. 

The ninth president in the team's 72-year existence, he is the first CEO to have come up through 
the ranks. All previous presidents of the NFL's only publicly-owned franchise had come from the 
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business and professional areas of the community as members of the board of directors. 

Harlan, who has been involved in every area of the club's operations over the course of his Green 
Bay career, joined the Packer organization as assistant general manager on June 1, 1971, after serving 
as director of public relations for the St. Louis baseball Cardinals. He later was named corporate 
general manager in 1975, corporate assistant to the president in 1981 and executive vice president of 
administration on February 16, 1988. 

In the latter role, he had been responsible for team travel, negotiating radio and pre-season 
television contracts, front office personnel, ticket office operations, purchasing, the leasing of Lambeau 
Field's private boxes, insurance, game day entertainment and the scheduling of pre-season games. 

Prior to 1985, he also negotiated all player contracts for 14 years. 

Harlan, who earned a B.S. degree in journalism from Marquette in 1958, had a brief tour of duty in 
the U.S. Army before spending a year as a general reporter for United Press International in 
Milwaukee. He subsequently became sports information director at Marquette in 1959, serving six 
years in that capacity, after which he joined the St. Louis baseball Cardinals in 1965, serving as 
director of community relations and the speakers’ bureau for two years and as director of public 
relations for 3% years before coming to the Packers. 

Harlan, born Robert Ernest Harlan in Des Moines, 1A., September 9, 1936, is active in the Green 
Bay community as a member of the board of directors of the Green Bay Area Chamber of Commerce 
and of the First Wisconsin Bank of Green Bay. He also is a member of the executive board of the 
Packer 65 Roses Sports Club, which was created to generate awareness of cystic fibrosis and to raise 
money for research. 

Bob and his wife, Madeline, have three sons — Kevin, 31, who is the play-by-play “voice” of both 
the NFL’s Kansas City Chiefs and the Minnesota Timberwolves of the NBA; Bryan, 29, who is director 
of public relations for the Chicago Bears, and Michael, 22, a 1991 graduate of St. Norbert College. 

An ardent golfer, Harlan also is an “involved” fan, closely monitoring the fortunes of the Milwaukee 
Brewers and Milwaukee Bucks as well as those of the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay and his alma 


mater, Marquette. 
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MICHAEL R. REINFELDT 
Chief Financial Officer

Michael R. “Mike” Reinfeldt, a former all-pro defensive back with 
an extensive background in finance as an athletic administrator at both 
the collegiate and professional levels, is the first chief financial officer in 
the 70-year history of the Packer Corporation. 

The 38-year-old Wisconsin native — an ex-Raider and Oiler safety 
— was named to the new position by Bob Harlan, the Packers’ president 
and chief executive officer, on November 8, 1990. 

In his history-making role, Reinfeldt’s responsibilities include supervising the Packers’ financial 
operations and accounting staff, and negotiating all player contracts. 

Reinfeldt, a native of Baraboo, WI, comes to the Packers from the University of Southern 
California, where he had served as the school’s associate athletic director. He previously had been 
chief financial officer of the then Oakland Raiders in 1985-86-87. 

The possessor of an MBA degree in management and finance from Houston Baptist University, 
Reinfeldt played college football at the University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee, where he was a four-year 
starter and still holds the school record for most interceptions in a career (24). It is a mark that may 
never be broken because his alma mater dropped football after his senior year. Reinfeldt is the only 
UW-M alumnus ever to play in the National Football League. 

Following graduation, he went on to a distinguished, 9-year playing career in the professional 
ranks, begun when he signed with the Raiders as a free agent in 1975. After spending that season with 
the Raiders, he played eight years (1976-83) with the Houston Oilers, starting 102 consecutive games 
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for Houston, calling defensive signals for the secondary and leading the team in interceptions in 1977, 
1979 and 1981. In the process, he played in two AFC title games for Houston against Pittsburgh (1978 
and 1979) and also acquired his MBA degree while attending Houston Baptist in the off-season. 

Reinfeldt enjoyed his best season in 1979, when he led the NFL in interceptions with 12, earned 
consensus all-pro honors, started in the Pro Bowl and was named Player of the Year in the American 
Football Conference. 

Subsequently, as chief financial officer of the Raiders, he was responsible for overseeing the 
organization's financial and accounting operations and negotiating the great majority of player 
contracts. He also dealt with local television and radio contracts, and was responsible for staff 
personnel. 

Reinfeldt left professional football in 1988 to join the athletic department at the University of 
Southern California, where he served as the school’s assistant athletic director for one year, then was 
promoted to associate athletic director, a position he held the last two years. 

At USC, he was responsible for the formulation and control of the athletic department's $17 
million budget, and handled negotiations on major contracts with radio and television networks, 
sponsors and outside suppliers. 

Born May 6, 1953, in Baraboo, WI, Reinfeldt was a high school sports star there, earning six 
letters in football and basketball. Still highly athletic and a trim 188 pounds — 7 pounds below his 
playing weight — he regularly is involved in a variety of sports, including golf, racquetball, tennis and 
bicycling. Also an omnivorous reader, he is committed to reading “as many different books as | can... 
| try to read three or four books a week of all types - some fiction, some historical fiction and some factual . . . 
some autobiography — a little bit of everything.”

Executive Vice President of Football Operations 


Regarded as one of the leading personnel experts on the 
professional football scene, Tom Braatz is a veteran of 26 years’ National 
Football League experience as a front office executive, personnel director 
and talent scout. The 58-year-old Wisconsin native is in his fifth year as 
the Packers’ executive vice president of football operations. 

Braatz, who had been a member of the Atlanta Falcons’ front office 
since the club's inception in 1965, was named to the newly-created 
position January 31, 1987, by Judge Robert J. Parins, then the Packers’ president and chief executive 
officer. 

For the Marquette University graduate, a native of Kenosha, WI., his appointment represented a 
homecoming of sorts. 

In his role, Braatz’ duties include hiring and managing of the scouting staff, conducting the college 
draft in conjunction with the head coach, handling trades and waivers and serving as liaison between 
football operations and the club president. 

For his first four years with the Packer organization, he also conducted all contract negotiations 
with players. President Bob Harlan relieved him of those responsibilities in January of this year, 
following the hiring of Mike Reinfeldt as chief financial officer, so that Braatz could devote his full 
attention to the personnel department and scouting operations, and also have more time to work with 
Head Coach Lindy Infante on personnel matters. 

While in Atlanta, Braatz’ principal responsibility was overseeing the draft, although he also had 
handled most of the club's contract negotiations in the later years of his tenure. In the former role, he 
was responsible for bringing a number of Pro Bowl players to the Falcons, among them William 
Andrews, Gerald Riggs, Mike Kenn, Bill Fralic and Steve Bartkowski. 

Braatz was named general manager of the Falcons in 1982 in an expansion of his duties. He 
subsequently was reassigned as director of college scouting following the 1985 season as the Falcons 
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moved to streamline areas of responsibility. Braatz previously had been an area scout when he joined 
the Atlanta organization in 1965 and was appointed director of player personnel in 1969. 

His route to Green Bay, as well as league-wide respect, was somewhat circuitous. He grew up as a 
Packer fan in Kenosha, where he played a major role — as a lineman — in his high school's drive to 
consecutive state football championships as a junior and senior. One of his teammates was the late 
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™ Alan “The Horse” Ameche, later to become a Heisman Trophy winner at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 
am Braatz subsequently matriculated at Marquette University in neighboring Milwaukee with the 


intention of becoming a dentist. Fate, however, took a hand. “Once | got into football, that was it,” said 
-™ Tom, who captained the Marquette varsity as a senior. 

Following graduation, he entered the Army, rising to the rank of lieutenant before leaving the 
«service. Upon returning to civilian life, he signed with the Washington Redskins as a defensive end, 
later closing out his pro career under Tom Landry with the then expansion Dallas Cowboys in their 
charter 1960 season. 

Then, unexpectedly, he ran into Vince Lombardi, an encounter which was to have an indirect but 
profound impact upon his future. That was in 1965, when the Packers were playing a pre-season game 
™ in Dallas. Rankin Smith, chairman of the board of the expansion Falcons, was in town to interview 

Lombardi for the fledgling team’s first head coaching job. A friend of Smith's asked Braatz to pick up 
Lombardi at the airport and drive him to his hotel. Tom agreed. Smith didn’t persuade Lombardi to join 

the Falcons but he did like Braatz enough to ask him to work for Atlanta as a part-time scout. Braatz 
“em agreed. 

Twenty-six years later, Braatz is still in personnel, in effect, and still in the NFL. 

“| was just doing the guy a favor, and that’s how | started in football,” Tom says with 
characteristic economy of verbiage. 

Braatz and his wife, Jeri, have two sons, Tommy, 28, and Jon, 24.

Executive Director of Public Relations 
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Lee Remmel has been a member of the Packer front office for 17 
years, serving as director of public relations in 1974 and from 1980 
through 1988, and as director of publicity from 1975 through 1979. 

He was named executive director of public relations in March of 
1989 by Robert Harlan, then executive vice president of administration, 
with responsibility for overseeing the public relations and marketing and 
community relations areas. 
~ Prior to joining the Packer organization on March 24, 1974, Remmel was a sportswriter and 
columinist for the Green Bay Press-Gazette for 29/4 years. 

In the course of his two “careers,” he has been involved in staffing all 25 Super Bowls played to 
date, the first eight representing the Press-Gazette and the last 17 as a member of the National Football 
League's auxiliary media relations staff. 

Remmel also is currently a member of the NFL public relations directors’ Professional Football 
Writers Association Liaison Committee, following long service as a member of the statistics 
™ committee. 

While at the Press-Gazette, he was the only sports writer in Wisconsin to have been directly 

involved in coverage of the Packers throughout all of the team's coaching regimes to that point, 

beginning with Packer founder E. L. “Curly” Lambeau and continuing until the naming of Bart Starr in 
1975. 


In 1967, he was voted “Wisconsin Sportswriter of the Year.” He also is a past president of the 
former Wisconsin Pro Football Writers’ Association. 
~ Remmel, a native of Shawano, WI, where he began his career as the sports editor of a weekly 
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newspaper while a Shawano High School freshman, is a member of the executive committee of the 
Brown County Civic Music Association, along with his wife, Noreen, as well as of the executive board 
of the Packer 65 Roses Club. He also is a member of the St. Norbert College Fine Arts Committee, the 
Green Bay School/Business/Industry Partnership Council and the board of directors of the Green Bay 
Packer Hall of Fame.

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LINDY INFANTE 


Lindy Infante, 1989's National Football League 
“Coach of the Year,” has gained a league-wide reputation 
as one of professional football's premier offensive inno- 
vators and most knowledgeable field leaders in his three 
years as Green Bay's head coach. 

In the process, he also has earned the respect of 
Packer players and fans alike for his unfailingly positive 
approach and consistent, on-course leadership — an 
Infante constant whatever the artistic circumstances. 

Coming off a 10-and-6 season in 1989, the Packers’ 
best record since 1972, the trim, athletic, Floridian found 
his upbeat approach sternly tested in the closing stages 
of the 1990 campaign, when he saw a 6-5 record and a 
potential playoff opportunity fade in the face of a season- 
ending, five-game losing streak. 

For the Packers’ head coach, it was a disappointing 
sequel to a memorable season in which the Green and Gold had set an NFL record for one-point victo- 
ries and come within tantalizing reach of the playoffs. The downturn, which put an abrupt end to a 
three-game winning streak, has been generally attributed to protracted pre-season holdouts by Don 
Majkowski and four starting offensive linemen, and to Majkowski’s shoulder injury, which ended the 
quarterback’s season in the tenth game of the year. 

It was an ironic — and unexpected — turn of events, considering that Infante had engineered an 
historic turnaround a year earlier, one which saw the Packers equal a club record for won-lost 
improvement from one season to the next with a six-victory climb from ’88 to ’89. In the wake of that 
quantum leap — from a 4-12 record in 1988, Infante’s first Packer season — the 51-year-old Miami 
native was accorded consensus recognition as the league's “Coach of the Year.” Named by virtually 
every news service, major publication or organization which makes such selections, he was chosen for 
NFL honors by the Associated Press, The Sporting News, Washington Touchdown Club, Columbus 
(OH) Touchdown Club and Football Digest, and for National Football Conference recognition by United 
Press International, the Pro Football Writers Association of America, Football News, College and Pro 
Football Newsweekly and Kansas City’s Committee of 101. 

It was only the third time in the Packers’ 72-year history that they improved as much as six games 
in one season. 

Infante clearly was the catalyst in their surprising surge to contender status, a development trig- 
gered by his sophisticated, “Pass to Daylight” attack, which finished an impressive sixth in the NFL's 
overall statistical rankings and mounted the second most productive offense in Packer history. 
Ironically, if the playoff formula implemented in 1990 had been in effect a year earlier — it provides for 
three wild card qualifiers in each conference of the NFL instead of two — Infante and his Packers would 
have been the NFC's third wild card entry, putting Green Bay in the playoffs for the first time since 
1982. 

Off the field, Infante earlier had won the hearts and earned the respect of Packer fans in 1988 with 
his wit, warmth and candor during a trying shakedown cruise which had seen the Packers lose their 
first five games and 12 of their first 14. 

Steadfastly maintaining an upbeat approach through the dark days, he then saw his labors begin 
to bear fruit in the late stages of the season, which the Packers closed out with two consecutive victo- 
ries, upsetting the playoff-bound Vikings and then invading Phoenix to subdue the Cardinals. 

Infante, now in his 27th season as a coach, long since has earned an enviable reputation as one of 
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the game's most creative offensive strategists. Bill Walsh, celebrated as an expert on offensive football 
himself after directing the San Francisco 49ers to Super Bowl victories, has rated the Packer coach as 
the premier offensive “mind” in the game today. 

The personable University of Florida alumnus also has had a consistent identification with 
success. He previously played major roles with two winning NFL programs during the ’80s — first with 
the Cincinnati Bengals in their surprising surge to Super Bowl XVI in 1981, and more recently with the 
Cleveland Browns, who won more games (22) than any other team in the American Football 
Conference over the 1986 and '87 seasons with Infante as their offensive coordinator. 

Infante, who began developing his consistently productive offensive system while at Cincinnati 
from 1980 through 1982, became the tenth head coach in Packer history when he signed a five-year 
contract on February 3, 1988, succeeding Forrest Gregg. 

Subsequently, on January 16, 1990, with three years still remaining on the original agreement, 
President Robert E. Harlan extended Infante’s contract through the 1994 season, the pact including 
salary increases in 1993 and 1994. 

In the process, the Packers’ chief executive officer praised Infante and his wife, Stephanie, for 
bringing “class and dignity” to the franchise. He also cited Infante for his awareness of public relations, 
in addition to his role in the Packers’ surprising turnabout in 1989. 

Now in his 14th year in the professional ranks, Infante first made league-wide impact during his 
second year with the Bengals (1981), when he was the team’s quarterback/receivers coach. Cincinnati 
set team records for passing yards (3,999) and total yards (5,968) that season en route to a 12-4 
record and its Super Bowl XVI appearance against the 49ers. A year later, in the strike-shortened 1982 
season, the Bengals finished with a 7-2 mark with Infante as offensive coordinator. 

A similar pattern of success emerged during his two seasons at Cleveland. In 1986, his first year 
as offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach, the Browns won more games than any team in the club’s 
history (13), produced the best regular season record in the AFC (12-4), scored the fourth-most points 
in team annals (391), set 15 Browns offensive playoff records and eight NFL offensive playoff records, 
came within 37 seconds of playing in the Super Bowl, and improved their offensive rating from 21st to 
9th in the NFL. 

In 1987, the Browns continued to mount a high-powered offense under Infante, amassing 390 
points — only one fewer than in 1986, in one less game — as they reached the AFC championship game 
for the second year in a row. Those 390 points represented an AFC best and ranked third in the league 
as a whole behind San Francisco and New Orleans. 

Along the way, the Browns demonstrated an impressive ratio of scoreboard success, scoring on 
46 of 54 possessions inside the opponents’ 20-yard-line. Significantly, they also exhibited remarkable 
balance, passing 482 times and rushing 474 times while finishing third in the AFC and fifth in the 
league in passing. 

In that two-year span, Infante also was credited with helping Bernie Kosar develop into one of the 
NFL's premier passers and field generals. 

Since arriving upon the Packer scene, Infante also has implemented his “spread the ball around” 
offensive philosophy with impressive effect. In 1988, no fewer than eight Packers closed out the 
season with 20 or more receptions in his initial season as head coach; in 1989, six players caught 20 
or more passes as the Green and Gold rolled up 5,780 yards offense, second highest total in Packer 
history; and, in 1990, seven Packers emerged with 20 or more receptions. 

The Packers’ scholarly field leader describes his offense as a “a multiple approach . . . We kind of 
pride ourselves as a reaction-type offense. It’s not one that tries to cram a round peg into a square 
hole. We're going to be willing to take, and you've heard it said, the standard cliche is to take what the 
defense gives up, or where the defense is weakest maybe is a better way to approach it. 

“We spread the field out as best we can; we make people cover as much of the field that's left, try 
to get everybody in the act. We are not going to be a one-dimensional football team, where one guy or 
two players on our offense are the guys you have to stop to be successful against us. We hope to keep 
the defense guessing from down to down as to who's going to get the ball and where it's going.” 

Infante, who has coached at every level over his 27-year career — high school, college and profes- 
sional — is in his second head coaching venture in the pro ranks. He previously was head coach of the 
Jacksonville Bulls of the United States Football League in 1984-85, compiling a 15-21 record. 

The former U. of Florida running back, who had joined the Browns following the demise of the 
USFL, launched his pro coaching career with the Charlotte Hornets of the World Football League in 
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1975 before moving into the NFL with the New York Giants in 1977. He later joined the Bengals under 
Forrest Gregg in 1980, remaining with Cincinnati until 1983, when he became head coach at 
Jacksonville. 

Infante began his coaching career in his hometown, Miami, joining the staff of Miami Senior High 
School in 1965 — two years after graduating from Florida, where he was a second team All- 
Southeastern Conference running back/defensive back and also a team captain for the Gators. 

A year later, he returned to the U. of Florida, as freshman coach, and then coached the Gators’ 
defensive backs from 1967 through 1971 before going to Memphis State as offensive coordinator in 
1972. He subsequently joined the WFL's Hornets in ‘75. After the WFL expired, he became offensive 
coordinator at Tulane in 1976, then returned to the pro ranks with the New York Giants in 1977. After 
coaching the Giants’ receivers for two seasons, Infante returned to Tulane as offensive coordinator for 
one season, then joined the Bengals in 1980. 

Before entering the coaching profession, Infante briefly tried his hand at playing pro football. A 
12th round draft selection of the Cleveland Browns and an 11th round choice of the American Football 
League's Buffalo Bills, he elected to sign with Buffalo and was released before the 1963 season 
started. He later signed with the Hamilton Tiger-Cats of the Canadian Football League and played in 
one game during a four-week stay, gaining 12 yards in three ball-carrying attempts. 

Of Italian descent, Infante was born Gelindo Infante in Miami, FL, May 27, 1940. He is the third 
head coach of Italian extraction in Packer history, following Gene Ronzani (1950-53) and Vince 
Lombardi (1959-67). 

Lindy and his wife, Stephanie, have two sons, Brett, 20, who is in his junior year at the University 
of Wisconsin-Green Bay, and Brad, 19, a former star running back at Green Bay's Southwest High 
School who now is a sophomore at the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater and a varsity football 
candidate. 

Though he has been in Green Bay only three years, Infante has since the outset enjoyed a wide and 
impressive reputation as a witty and entertaining speaker, gained in large measure during appearances 
at numerous fund-raising events around the state of Wisconsin, to which he has given freely of his 
time and talents. One of them, the annual Lindy Infante Celebrity Invitational Golf Classic, has in its 
first three years raised more than $80,000 for the Packer 65 Roses Sports Club of the Wisconsin 
Chapter of the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation, and another, a “Lindy Infante” roast, produced in excess of 
$20,000 for the Special Olympics. Mrs. Infante also is deeply involved in civic and charitable activities, 
serving as spokesperson for both Children's Hospital of Wisconsin and Our Lady of Charity Center in 
Green Bay, which assists individuals with drug and alcohol problems, as well as chairperson for food 
drives for the needy and other community projects. 

Also active in rare leisure hours, the Packer coach works out daily in the Packers’ weight room and 
is an ardent golfer — he consistently shoots in the mid-80s despite limited opportunity — and skier. 
When his schedule permits, he also enjoys driving his red Corvette convertible.

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Hank Bullough, a 31-year coaching veteran, is respected 
throughout the National Football League for his encyclopedic knowl- 
edge of defensive football. 

The colorful Michigan State alumnus, long known as the “Doctor 
of Defense,” has achieved lofty stature in his profession by employing 
a host of variations off his basic 3-4 alignment (“I like to give our 
opponents something to think about during the week when they're 
preparing for us,” he says) and preaching an “attack” philosophy. 

Bullough, who earlier wore Green Bay's green and gold as a 
player, put his personal stamp upon his unit in his first year as the 
Packers’ defensive coordinator. Taking over a defense which had 
finished 14th in the 28-team NFL in 1987, Hank molded the platoon 
into one of the league’s most effective defenses in '88 — so effective 
that it climbed all the way to seventh place in the final league rankings, the highest finish the Packers 
had had in this category since 1974. 

Injuries complicated his task in 1989 when three starters — right end Shawn Patterson, left corner- 
back Mark Lee and free safety Chuck Cecil — were lost for extensive periods (Patterson for the last 10 
weeks of the season), but he still managed to forge a defense which played a dominant role in the 
Packers’ surge to five victories in their last six games and a 10-6 record, their best since 1972. 

These achievements come as no surprise to those conversant with Bullough’s coaching accom- 
plishments. At Cincinnati, for pertinent example, he transformed a Bengal defense which had finished 
dead last in 1980 into the fourth-ranked unit in the league en route to Super Bow! XVI in 1981. And two 
years later, he elevated the Cincinnati group to the league's No. 1 ranking before joining the Packer 
coaching staff for the first time in 1984. 

Bullough earlier had spent seven seasons with New England, two of them as assistant head coach 
and defensive coordinator, and helped develop the Patriot defense into one of the league's best. 

A native of Scranton, PA, he was named to the Packer staff — for the second time — by Head Coach 
Lindy Infante on February 10, 1988. He and Infante earlier had been fellow members of the Cincinnati 
coaching staff for three years (1980-82). 

Bullough, who had been a Packer player for two seasons in the ‘50s, thus returned to Green Bay 
for a third tour of duty. He previously had been named defensive coordinator by Forrest Gregg when 
the latter took over as the Packers’ head coach in 1984. Hank later resigned in May of '84 to become 
head coach of the Pittsburgh Maulers of the United States Football League. With only four games left 
in the Maulers’ season at that stage, Bullough decided to wait until 1985 before taking the reins, only 
to see the Pittsburgh franchise dissolve before he put on a headset. 

The ex-Spartan subsequently joined Kay Stephenson's Buffalo staff and later was named head 
coach of the Bills on October 1, 1985, remaining in that capacity through November 3, 1986. He 
compiled a 4-17-0 record in parts of two seasons before being replaced by Marv Levy. 

As a collegian, the voluble Pennsylvanian won three varsity football letters at Michigan State and 
was drafted by the Packers in the fifth round in 1955. Following his rookie season, his playing career 
was interrupted by two years of military service. He returned to the Packers in 1958 before leaving to 
enter the coaching ranks at Michigan State under the late Duffy Daugherty in 1959. 

While coaching at his alma mater, Bullough worked with four MSU teams that placed in the wire 
service polls’ collegiate top ten, including the 10-1 team of 1965 which was ranked No. 1 by UPI after 
winning the Big Ten championship. 

Bullough left MSU in 1970 to join the Colts as linebackers coach, serving in Baltimore for three 
seasons. As a rookie assistant coach, he was part of a Super Bow! championship team in 1970 on the 
staff of the late Don McCafferty, helping the Colts to an 11-2-1 record later climaxed by a 16-13 victory 
over the Dallas Cowboys in Super Bow! V. 
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In addition to his role as defensive coordinator, Bullough coaches the Packers’ interior linebackers. 

Hank and his wife, LouAnn, have three children — a daughter, Cheryl, and two sons, Shane and 
Chuck, both of whom also have played varsity football at Michigan State.

GREG BLACHE 
Defensive Line 


The football fates, which can be capricious, made a career 
decision for Greg Blache early in his freshman year at Notre Dame. A 
lower leg injury suffered on the football field abruptly ended his 
playing career and his future profession was assured. 

Subsequently, as a sophomore, he became a student assistant 
coach under the renowned Ara Parseghian, tutoring Notre Dame's 
freshman defensive backfield for the next three seasons. 

The Packers’ future defensive line coach remained on 
Parseghian’s staff as a graduate assistant following graduation and 
later was named to the Fighting Irish staff as a full-time aide in 1973. 
He continued in that capacity under new head coach Dan Devine in 
1975 before moving a year later to Tulane where he first encountered 
Packer Head Coach Lindy Infante, then on the Green Wave staff. 

Blache returned to Notre Dame in 1981, serving as running back coach that season, before taking 
over the defensive line and linebackers in 1982. Two years later, he joined Infante’s Jacksonville Bulls 
staff. Following the demise of the Bulls and USFL, Blache coached at Southern University in 1986 and 
at Kansas in 1987. He had just moved to the University of North Carolina in 1988 when Infante asked 
him to join the Packer staff and he signed his Green Bay contract February 15, 1988. 

Greg, an avid hunter and fisherman, was born March 9, 1949. He is the father of three children — 
Greg, Jr., 21, a first-year law student at Louisiana State; Christopher, 15, who is a high school junior; 
and Corinne, 14, a high school freshman.

JOE CLARK 
Assistant Offensive Line 


Affable Joseph B. “Joe” Clark, in his second year as assistant 
offensive line coach, is a certified expert on Lindy Infante’s celebrated 
“Pass to Daylight” offense. Prior to joining Infante’s Green Bay 
coaching staff in 1988, Clark had been associated with the Packers’ 
head coach in both the college and pro ranks — at Memphis State 
(1974) and with the Charlotte Hornets of the World Football League in 
1975 and the Jacksonville Bulls of the United States Football League in 
1984-85. 

The 58-year-old Californian, now in his 36th year in the coaching 
profession, has coached at every level over his extensive career. He 
launched his coaching career at Wooster College in Ohio in 1958 after 
spending “about an hour and a half with the Cleveland Browns,” as he 
facetiously puts it. In the college ranks, he also has coached at the 
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University of Detroit, Tulane, Nicholls State University, Southeastern Louisiana University and Southern 
University — in addition to Memphis State. In the prep ranks, he has been at Loyola High School in his 
native Los Angeles, Northside High Schoo! in Lafayette, LA, and at East Ascension High School in 
Gonzales, LA. He resigned at Southern University prior to the 1987 season over philosophical differences. 

Clark, who says he has been “a disciple of Lindy's for years,” was an All-America quarterback in 
high school at Inglewood, CA. He later played the same position for two varsity seasons at Santa Clara, 
which dropped football following his junior year. Joe subsequently spent two years in military service 
at Fort Lewis, WA; in 1956 he earned all-service honors in his second year. 

A brief stay with Cleveland’s Browns followed that stint and Clark says it had a profound effect 
upon his life. “Being around Coach (Paul) Brown at the time made me want to get into coaching,” he 
says, “and he helped me get my first couple of coaching jobs.” 

Clark, born December 22, 1932, is married (Sam), the doting possessor of four registered Persian cats.

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Wiry Charlie Davis, a vocal and persuasive taskmaster to the 
mountainous athletes he tutors in the complexities of offensive line 
play, is a tireless and demanding technician in his demanding role. 

In his fourth season on the Green Bay staff, Davis is a longtime 
associate of Head Coach Lindy Infante. The 46-year-old perfectionist 
previously coached with Infante at Tulane, was a member of Lindy's 
staff when the Packers’ field leader was the head coach of the 
Jacksonville Bulls of the United States Football League in 1984-85 and 
later a member of the Cleveland Browns’ offensive coaching staff 
headed by Infante as coordinator in 1986-87. 

At Cleveland, Davis served as tight end coach on the Browns’ 
staff, a responsibility in which he tutored the renowned Ozzie 
Newsome, pro football's all-time leading receiver among tight ends. 

Recognized for his voluminous knowledge of technique. the purposeful San Diegan also has been 
saluted for his motivational skills by one of his prize pupils, veteran offensive tackle Ken Ruettgers, 
who says of Davis, “Going beyond the X's and O’s and the techniques, | think he’s a great motivator.” 

A three-year letterman in football at UCLA, Davis began his coaching career there as a graduate 
assistant in 1966. He went on to gain his master’s degree at San Francisco State, joining the univer- 
sity’s coaching staff at the same time in 1967. He moved to Xavier University in Cincinnati in 1971, 
then to Ball State in 1974, helping the latter to a 9-2 record in 1975. 

In 1976, Charlie moved to Tulane, joining Infante on the Green Wave's coaching staff. When 
Infante left to sign on with the New York Giants in 1977, Davis became Tulane’s offensive coordinator. 
He remained on the staff through 1980, helping Tulane reach the Liberty Bow! in 1979, the year Infante 
returned to the Green Wave staff, and the Hall of Fame Bow! in '80. 

Davis left football at the age of 36 after not reaching his personal objective — becoming a head 
coach — and went into the oil business in New Orleans for three years, but Infante persuaded him to 
return to the game when Lindy became head coach at Jacksonville in 1984. 

Though undersized by today's standards, Davis played linebacker at Kearney High School while 
growing up in the San Diego area, then continued in that position at San Diego City College in 1961, 
and later at UCLA, where he lettered three years. 

Charlie, who joined the Packer staff February 16, 1988, was born in San Diego August 7, 1944. A 
physical fitness devotee, he lists golf, jogging, skiing and reading as his favorite pastimes.

WAYNE “BUDDY” GEIS 
Receivers 


An effervescent and untiring exponent of the work ethic as the key 
to success, Wayne “Buddy” Geis has seen his painstaking approach 
pay impressive dividends on the field with the Packers’ receiver corps, 
headed over his three-year tenure by starters Sterling Sharpe and 
Perry Kemp. 

Under Buddy's patient and meticulous tutelage, Sharpe already 
has become a record-breaking, Pro Bowl receiver and Kemp has 
developed into one of the most productive wideouts in recent Packer 
history. In that process, Sharpe has reached 200 receptions faster 
than any other receiver in the Packers’ 72-year annals and become the 
first Green Bay performer to lead the league in receiving since the 
fabled Don Hutson turned the trick in 1945. A Pro Bowl selection each 
of the last two years, he also has set three major records (including single-season standards for most 
receptions, 90, and most yards gained, 1,423) along the way. 

In the same span, Kemp has entrenched himself among the Packers’ all-time “Top 20” receivers, 
taking over 16th place in 1990 with 140 career catches while surpassing such former Packer stars as 
John Brockington, Paul Hornung and Donny Anderson. 

Geis also has seen his teaching talents bear fruit with Jeff Query, an unheralded recruit from 
Division II] Millikin University who has developed into a productive situation performer under his direc- 
tion and last season emerged as the Packers’ No. 3 receiver with 34 catches. 

A 44-year-old native of Altoona, PA, Geis moved into the coaching ranks immediately following 
graduation from Lock Haven University in the Keystone State. He returned to his prep alma mater, 
Altoona High School, at that point to launch his career, which is now in its 22nd year. 

Buddy earlier had earned a football scholarship to Northern Arizona University after graduating 
from high school. There he played wide receiver and started several games his freshman year. After 
one season at NAU, he transferred to Lock Haven U., and earned a degree in health and physical 
education. 

Following four years of coaching at Altoona, Buddy joined the University of Arizona staff under Jim 
Young in 1973. In 1977, he moved to Tulane under Larry Smith, now head coach at USC. While at 
Tulane, he met Lindy Infante when the latter was returning to the Green Wave staff in 1979. Infante left 
following that season to join the National Football League's Cincinnati Bengals, while Geis continued 
on the Tulane staff through the 1982 season, helping the Wave gain the Liberty Bowl in ‘79 and the 
Hall of Fame Bowl in '80, 

Geis subsequently left Tulane in December of 1982 to become offensive coordinator at the 
University of Kansas; but before the 1983 season began, he received a call from Infante to become 
receivers coach on his new Jacksonville Bulls staff in the United States Football League. After the 
USFL’s demise following the 1985 season, Buddy moved to Memphis State where he coached the 
quarterbacks in addition to serving as offensive coordinator. 

Geis, named to the Packer staff by Infante February 15, 1988, polished the talents of Gary Clark 
while at Jacksonville. Clark, who since has become an all-pro wide receiver with the Washington 
Redskins, credited Geis with accelerating his development. 

A tennis buff, Buddy was born September 16, 1946. He is married (Jere) and the father of two 
children — a son, Adam, 16, and a daughter, Jeni, 12.

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DICK JAURON 
Defensive Backfield 


| Dick Jauron, now in his sixth year as the Packers’ defensive back- 

field coach, has earned league-wide respect for the consistent and 
productive performance of his secondary since joining the Green Bay 
coaching staff in 1986. 

Despite longer exposure on the playing field last season, Jauron's 
“outfield permitted the collective opposition but six 100-yard 
receiving days — only four of them over the last 15 games. It was an 
impressive performance in light of the fact that incumbent right 
cornerback Dave Brown missed the entire season with an Achilles 
problem and starting free safety Chuck Cecil sat out five games before 
returning to the lineup at midseason. 

A year earlier, the Packers’ secondary allowed just four 100-yard 
receiving days — or an average of just one for every four games -- and 
two of those went to the accomplished Jerry Rice and Anthony Carter. 

The year before, Jauron’s deep defenders were even more tightfisted, emerging as the only 
secondary in the NFL not to permit a 100-yard day by an opposing receiver over the 1988 season. 

In 1987, the scholarly Yale alumnus had produced a defensive backfield which ranked among the 
league's elite in another major category — preventing “the bomb.” It gave up only 14 touchdown 
passes, a season-long performance which ranked second only to that of the San Francisco 49ers, who 
permitted a league-low 13. 

In 1986, Jauron's first full year of coaching, his secondary forged a major increase in interceptions 
over the previous season, picking off 20 passes compared to 15 in 1985, a production achieved 
despite the loss of two starters -- strong safety Mark Murphy, who missed the entire season because 
of a broken foot, and cornerback Tim Lewis, who suffered a career-ending neck injury in the third 
game of the season against the Chicago Bears. 

Jauron, retained by Lindy Infante after he replaced Forrest Gregg as the Packers’ head coach in 
February of 1988, originally was named to the Packer staff by Gregg on January 7, 1986, to succeed 
Ken Riley. Dick had begun his coaching career in 1985 as a member of the Buffalo Bills’ staff under 
Hank Bullough, now the Packers’ defensive coordinator. 

The Peoria, IL, native, who left the business field in Winter Park, FL, to join the Bills, earlier had 
played for Gregg in 1980, the latter's first year as head coach at Cincinnati. Suffering a knee injury that 
season which ended his playing career, Jauron subsequently assisted the Bengal coaching staff during 
Cincinnati's 1981 Super Bow! season while spending the year on injured reserve. Gregg offered him a 
coaching job the following season but he decided to go into business at that point. 

The 40-year-old Jauron, who still ranks as one of Yale’s all-time football greats, entered profes- 
sional football in 1973 as a fourth-round selection of the Detroit Lions and was named to the Pro Bowl 
following the 1974 season, his second in the NFL. Released by the Lions August 23, 1978, he signed 
with Cincinnati six days later and was a Bengal starter until he suffered the knee injury in Game 10 of 
the '80 season. 

Jauron made 26 interceptions over his eight pro seasons, including a career-high six for Cincinnati 
in 1979, and returned two of them for touchdowns. He also recovered 14 fumbles overall. Employed as 
a kick returner in the early days of his NFL career, he posted a 10.2-yard average for 44 punt returns, 
including an impressive 16.8-yard average for 17 runbacks in 1974. 

After retiring as a player, he owned a health fitness center in Cincinnati in company with teammate 
Jimmy Corbett. He sold his interest in the business in 1983 and moved to Florida, where he was 
employed by Nautilus until he joined the Buffalo coaching staff in July of 1985. 

Born Richard Manual Jauron in Peoria, IL, on Oct. 7, 1950, he later was a nine-letter winner at 
Swampscott, MA, High School (three each in football, basketball and baseball) before going on to 
entrench himself among Yale’s all-time football elite. An offensive back as a collegian, he still owns 
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Yale's career rushing record (2,947 yards in 515 attempts, a 5.7-yard average), and holds the second- 
longest run from scrimmage in the school’s history (an 87-yard excursion against Columbia in 1972). 
A six-letter winner (three apiece in both football and baseball), he was named to the Kodak and Walter 
Camp All-America teams following his senior year and was chosen to play in the East-West Shrine 
game. 

A career in football was almost inevitable for the soft-spoken Ivy Leaguer. Dick’s father, Robert, 
was a successful college coach, once leading St. Joseph's College of Rensselaer, IN, to the national 
small college championship during the late '50s. 

Dick and his wife, Gail, are the parents of two daughters, Kacy (born 4/2/85) and Amy (born 
10/3/86).

Tight Ends 
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Virgil Knight, entering his third decade as a coach, narrows his 
professional focus in 1991. He is devoting himself exclusively to 
coaching the tight ends, a responsibility he has had since 1988 and 
previously combined with directing the club’s strength and condi- 
tioning programs. 

Head Coach Lindy Infante restructured the 43-year-old Arkansan’s 
duties when he added a full-time strength/conditioning coach, Russell 
Riederer, to his staff last February. 

Knight, a Packer pioneer in the latter role, became the first 
strength coach in the team’s history in 1984. The nine-year veteran of 
the college coaching ranks was named to the Green Bay staff by 
Forrest Gregg, then assembling his board of strategy as the Packers’ 
ninth head coach. 

Previously a position coach, Knight brought five years’ experience as a strength coach to his 
Green Bay role. He first assumed those duties in 1979 when he moved from Arkansas Tech to the 
University of Florida. He left Florida in 1981 to become a member of Coach Pat Dye’s staff at Auburn, 
spending three years at the Alabama institution before joining the Packer organization. 

The Clarksville, AR, native was retained by Infante when he took over as Green Bay's head coach in 
1988 and assigned to coach the tight ends in addition to coordinating the strength and conditioning 
programs. 

Born January 30, 1948, Knight began his coaching career in 1971 as a graduate assistant at his 
alma mater, Northeastern Oklahoma State, before going to Sylvan Hills High School in North Little 
Rock, AR, in 1972. After one year there and three years at Marist High School in Atlanta, he moved into 
the college ranks at Arkansas Tech, where he coached the defensive line and linebackers for three 
years and also was head track coach. 

As an athlete himself, Virgil won all-state honors in football, was an all-district selection in basket- 
ball and three-year track letterman in high school in his native Clarksville, AR. He later attended 
Northeastern Oklahoma State University, where he was named to the All-Oklahoma Athletic Conference 
team in both his junior and senior years, and also competed in track, in which he set a school record in 
the hurdles. 

Virgil and his wife, Becky, a school teacher in the Green Bay system, have two sons, Trent, 17, and 
Josh, 10.

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RICHARD T. “DICK” MOSELEY 
Outside Linebackers 


Possessor of a varied and extensive coaching background, genial 
Dick Moseley has coached in three professional leagues — the National 
Football League, United States Football League and Arena Football 
League — over a 33-year coaching career. Impressive credits, consid- 
ering it was not Moseley’s original intention to become a football coach. 

A graduate of Detroit's Central High School, Dick earned a 
physical education degree at Eastern Michigan University in 1956 and 
then spent two years pursuing a career in professional baseball. After 
two summers in the Dodger organization, which saw him reach the 
Class A level at Elmira, N.Y., he decided to switch his focus to football. 

Having made this determination, Moseley launched his coaching 
career at Hazel Park, MI, High School. He later coached in Mount 
Clemens, Wyandotte and Flint, Ml, at the prep level, before entering 
the college ranks at his alma mater, Eastern Michigan, in 1968 as defensive backfield coach. He was an 
instant success, his secondary proceeding to lead the nation in pass interceptions in his first year there 
with 29. 

Dick went on to become defensive coordinator at Wichita State in 1971 before moving to the 
University of Minnesota in the same capacity in 1972. Under his direction, the Gopher defense set a 
record for takeaways in a season in 1973 (38) and later established another Big Ten mark by permitting 
no touchdown passes during the 1975 season. 

Moseley joined the University of Colorado staff in 1979 for three seasons, and in '82 entered the 
pro ranks with the New Jersey Generals of the USFL. He joined the USFL's Pittsburgh Maulers the 
following year, then moved to the NFL and the Buffalo Bills in 1984 before signing on with the Arena 
League's Chicago Bruisers in 1987. He became the Packers’ outside linebackers coach in February of 
1988, joining Lindy Infante’s then new coaching staff. 

Moseley has two sons, Michael and Thomas. He lists outdoor sports and travel as his favorite 
diversions.

WILLIE PEETE 
Offensive Backfield 


Only one man in the Packers’ 72-year history has served as the 
team’s offensive backfield coach longer than Willie Peete, the fatherly 
and soft-spoken Arizonian currently entrenched in that role on Lindy 
Infante’s staff. 

Peete, now in the 32nd season of a coaching career that has 
included extensive experience at every level — high school, college and 
professional — is in his fifth year as tutor of the offensive backs. Only 
John “Red” Cochran, today a Packer scout, has held that responsi- 
bility over a longer period, having served for 12 seasons over two 
hitches. 

Willie, an ex-University of Arizona athlete and coach, was offensive 
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backfield coach of the Kansas City Chiefs for four years before being named to Green Bay's staff by then 
Head Coach Forrest Gregg in 1987. 

The 54-year-old Peete, a native of Mesa, AZ, earlier had been an assistant coach at the University 
of Arizona for 12 years prior to joining the Kansas City organization in 1983 as an original member of 
John Mackovic’s staff. Peete, described as “a quality coach” by Gregg in making the appointment, 
lauched his coaching career at his alma mater, the University of Arizona, in 1960 as a graduate assis- 
tant while completing his degree in physical education. 

Peete returned to his hometown of Mesa upon graduation in 1963 and became an assistant coach 
in both football and track at Mesa High School. He subsequently moved to a new high school, 
Westwood, the following year, where he served as an assistant in football and as a junior varsity 
basketball coach for seven years, a period during which he earned his master’s degree in secondary 
education from Arizona State. 

Willie later returned to the University of Arizona in 1971, joining the coaching staff on a full-time 
basis and staying on until he went to the Chiefs prior to the 1983 season. 

An accomplished, all-around athlete, Peete won four varsity letters in football at the University of 
Arizona, where he played fullback. He earlier had earned nine letters — three each in football, basketball 
and baseball — in a three-year high school program at Mesa. 

Willie and his wife, Edna, have two sons who also have excelled in football — Rodney, a former 
USC standout who is the starting quarterback for the Detroit Lions, and Willie, Jr. (Skip), a varsity wide 
receiver as a Collegian at Kansas who had tryouts with the New York Jets in both 1986 and 1987 
before joining the University of Pittsburgh's football coaching staff in 1988.

RUSSELL RIEDERER 
Strength/Conditioning 
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Russell Riederer, a 33-year-old veteran of 13 years in coaching at 
the college level, has brought an intriguing overall approach to his role 
as the Packers’ new strength and conditioning coach — one that gives 
promise of significant results. 

Riederer, who began his coaching career while a student at 
Kansas State, has introduced a philosophy based upon the conviction 
that “football players need to work on the total package. 

“You look at the players who are the great players of today — the 
all-pros — they're strong, but they also have speed, flexibility, power, 
endurance,” he points out. “They don't lack anything . . . That's what 
we want to accomplish here — we want to focus on all those physical 
components.” 

His approach has made an immediate and positive impression 
upon his Packer charges, prompting veteran linebacker Brian Noble to observe, “| think he’s going to 
help this football team because he knows how to make a good correlation between football and 
weightlifting. He's not just a strength guy — he knows how to correlate the two.” 

Interestingly enough, Riederer (the name is pronounced READ-ER), credits a former Packer player 
with inspiring his “total package” philosophy, which he describes as a common sense approach. 

“| think what prompted me to develop my philosophy,” he says, “was the example of Paul Coffman 
(a former teammate at Kansas State and later a Pro Bowl tight end for the Packers) . . . Paul was not 
overly talented physically, but he made himself the best football player he could be. He lifted, he ran, 
he did agilities, he did flexibilities, he left no stone unturned . . If you do that, you're going to be the 
best you can be.” 

Riederer, a native of Holton, KS, served as head strength and conditioning coordinator at Purdue 
University before joining the Packer coaching staff February 5, 1991. He previously had been assistant 
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strength and conditioning coordinator at his alma mater, Kansas State, from 1978 to 1980, and head 
strength and conditioning coordinator there from 1980 until 1987, when he joined the Purdue staff for 
the ’88 season. 

Born August 5, 1957, Riederer earned his bachelor’s degree in physical education from Kansas 
State in 1980, after having been a starting linebacker on the school’s football varsity. He began his 
coaching career in 1978 as a student assistant with the Wildcat linebackers, then became Kansas 
State’s assistant strength and conditioning coach the following year. He was elevated to the head 
strength position in 1980. 

Riederer’s weightlifting program received national attention in 1982 when a group of eight senior, 
redshirt football players led the Wildcats to the Independence Bowl. 

Russ is married (Mary Ann) and the father of a daughter, Morgan Lee, born October 25, 1990. 

COACHING BACKGROUND: 1978-87 (Kansas State); 1988-90 (Purdue); 1991 (Green Bay Packers). 
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Few National Football League coaches can match Howard Tippett's 
varied and extensive background. The affable Tippett, who coordinates 
the Packers’ special teams, not only has coached in two professional 
leagues but on both coasts as well as in “America’s heartland” at the 
college level, and in the high school ranks in his native South. 

Tippett’s imposing biography includes 12 years as a defensive 
coordinator in college football and 11 seasons on the pro scene. 

The Tallassee, AL, native, a graduate of East Tennessee State 
University in 1959, began his career that year at LaFayette High 
School in Lexington, KY, subsequently coaching a duPont Manual in 
Louisville and Thomas Jefferson High School in Port Arthur, Texas. 
He moved into the college ranks at Tulane in 1963, and later to the 
Universities of West Virginia, Houston, Wake Forest and Mississippi 
cca before venturing into pro football with the Jacksonville Express of the World Football League in 

74. 

After the WFL expired in 1975, ‘Tip’ joined the Washington State staff. He subsequently moved to 
the University of Oregon in 1977, then to Mississippi State for a second time in 1979, and on to UCLA 
in 1980. 

Following the latter assignment, Tippett became linebackers/special teams coach for the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers in 1981, highlighting a four-year stint under John McKay by coaching the linebackers 
and special teams for the National Football Conference squad in the 1982 Pro Bowl. He retained those 
dual responsibilities under Leeman Bennett for two additional years (1985-86) after the latter 
succeeded McKay. Tippett then joined the University of Illinois staff as defensive coordinator in 1987 
before coming to the Packers in 1988. 

Howard is the father of four daughters — Paige, JoAnn, Terri and Kimberly.

Robert Lee Brown has dressed for 
every game (regular season, union contest) the Packers have played since he 
joined them as a fourth round selection out of Virginia Tech in 1982 — a span 
of nine seasons and 133 games . . . It includes a string of 76 consecutive 
starts dating back to the beginning of the 1986 season, when he became a 
starter . .. He also has been the epitome of consistency, a quality which has 
elicited the respect of Defensive Line Coach Greg Blache, a staunch exponent 
of the work ethic . . . “Robert Brown,” he says of Number 93, “is not a spectacular player — he’s not flashy — 
he’s just solid and sound. One thing you always know — Robert Brown's job is going to get done. He's a blue 
collar guy — he takes his lunch pail to work and he's going to work his shift, and he’s going to be done.

PRO: One of the National Football League’s premier outside linebackers, 
he has led the Packer defense in quarterback sacks in each of his five pro 
seasons . . . Registered seven sacks in 1990, for 26 yards in losses, in pacing 
his platoon for a fifth straight year . . . They swelled his career total to 54% in 
70 starts . . . Recorded seven tackles, including two sacks, and recovered a 
fumble at the L.A. Raiders on Nov. 11 in his best outing of ‘90. . . Also 
effective playing the run — so effective that Dick Moseley, Harris’ position 
coach, shows new players videotapes of Number 97 penetrating blockers . . . 
"If he’s supposed to be Playing off a blocker to get to another blocker, it looks like his legs are rubber bands,” 
Moseley says of him. “Timmy is very seldom off his feet" . . . Moseley also points to the six-year pro's 
versatility as a major asset to Green Bay's defense. “You can rush him, you can ‘drop’ him, he can be a rover. 
With Hank's scheme (Defensive Coordinator Hank Bullough’s) he can do a lot of things. He's a critical part of 
our defense” . . . Was involved in 90 tackles overall last season, 54 of them unassisted . . . Also recovered two 
fumbles... A year earlier, he was accorded Pro Bowl starter honors by vote of his peers — the first Packer 
linebacker so honored since Fred Carr in 1976 — and a consensus All-Pro selection . . . Chosen winner of the 
George Halas Trophy, annually awarded to the league’s premier defensive player by the World Almanac, in 
addition to being named All-Pro by the Associated Press, Pro Football Writers of America, The Sporting News, 
Pro Football Weekly, NEA, Sports Illustrated, College and Pro Football Newsweekly and Football Digest . . . 
Also named All-NFC by United Press International . .. Acknowledged to be the league's most vocal performer, 
Harris earned primacy at his position by backing up his flow of verbiage with an outstanding season, one he 
punctuated with a career-high 19% sacks, a total surpassed in '89 only by league leader Chris Doleman of the 
Vikings . . . It also fell only one sack short of the Packer single season record, 20%, posted by Ezra Johnson in 
1978... A consistently intimidating force against opposing offenses, he also led Green Bay's defense in 
forcing fumbles, being credited with four, and recovered three fumbles to share team leadership with fellow 
linebacker Johnny Holland . . . In addition, he emerged as the team’s fourth most productive tackler, figuring 
in 86 stops (45 solos and 44 assists) . . . Had his most impactful day of the season against Atlanta at 
Milwaukee October 1, sacking Falcon quarterback Hugh Millen four times for 29 yards in losses to help trigger 
a 23-21 come-from-behind victory . . . That performance earned him National Football Conference “Defensive 
Player of the Week” honors for the second time in his pro career . . . Collected two more sacks the following 
week in a 31-13 win over Dallas . . . Later registered five sacks in a two-game span, posting two in a seven- 
tackle effort as the Packers shaded the Bears 14-13 in Green Bay (Nov. 5) and three for 20 yards in losses vs. 
the Lions at the Pontiac, MI, Silverdome Nov. 12. . . Also turned in two other two-sack performances — giving 
him a season total of six games in which he recorded two or more sacks — in a 17-16 victory at Tampa (Dec. 
3) and in a 40-28 triumph over the Bears at Chicago (Dec. 17) . . . In the latter, Harris was the catalyst in a 
record feat by fellow linebacker Scott Stephen when his second sack of the afternoon forced a fumble by 
Chicago quarterback Jim Harbaugh .. . Stephen promptly scooped up the loose ball and set off on a 76-yard 
excursion to the Bears’ 8-yard-line, the longest fumble run in Packer history . . . Although his opponents 
sometimes object to the colorful Tennesseean's “conversation” and allegedly wild antics on the field, Harris 
responds to such critics by asserting, “I figure a guy can talk all you want as long as you do your job well. 
Nobody can overlook that” . . . One of his prominent rivals, the Bears’ Jay Hilgenberg, is inclined to agree. 
“That guy has fun playing football,” he says of Harris. “He's fun with the crowd and a great football player. It 
would be nice to be able to go out there and have fun like that. | have a lot of respect for the guy" .. . The '89 
campaign was the second standout season in succession for the towering Memphis State product . . . He had 
closed out the 1988 season as the Packers’ sack leader for the third straight year with 13%, a total good 
enough to rank him fifth in the league as a whole . . . Also finished as the Packers’ No. 2 tackler with 83 solos, 
adding 28 assists, breaking up two passes and forcing two fumbles . . . Supplemented these efforts by 
registering two safeties to tie a club and league record, and blocking a punt and returning it for a touchdown

“names” as Paul Hornung, Donny Anderson and John Brockington en route 
. .. A commendable achievement for one who had been placed on waivers 
three times by two different teams before finally finding a home with the 
Packers in 1988 . . . And the slender Pennsylvanian, known as “Bones” to his 
teammates, could invade the team’s all-time top ten before the 1991 season is over . . . To do so, he needs to 
catch 53 passes in order to take over tenth place, currently occupied by Phillip Epps (192) . . . A tireless 
worker, the 29-year-old Westland, PA., native says of his accomplishment, “I think | have paid my dues — | 
think | deserve to be where I'm at” . . . Buddy Geis, his Packer position coach, is quick to concur; “Perry gives 
you everything — great effort, great attitude, the knowledge, the determination and the commitment. Those 
five ingredients usually spell out success, and he’s got em all. . . He’s a very steady ball player, very physical. 
He doesn't look physical, but he's a very physical player . . . Probably, overall, he’s the smartest — along with 
Sterling Sharpe — receiver we have. He has the natural feel for what to do, and his routes are always precise 
... And | can’t remember when he's had a missed assignment” . . . The Packers’ No. 2 receiver last season, 
for the second time in three years, Kemp produced 527 yards with his 44 receptions, an average of 12.0 yards 
per catch, and 2 touchdowns .. . His first TD, a 28-yard collaboration with Don Majkowski, helped put the 
finishing touches on a 29-16 victory over the AFC West-leading Raiders at Los Angeles Nov. 11, the other 
coming on a 13-yard strike from Blair Kiel in a “near-miss” comeback against the Seattle Seahawks at 
Milwaukee Dec. 9. . . Had his best day in season opener vs. Rams in Green Bay's Lambeau Field, making 6 
catches for 48 yards . . .

Battled his way through the pre-season and onto the final 47-man roster, then proceeded to prove so 
productive he was installed as a late season starter when an injury sidelined Phillip Epps . . . Eventually 
emerged as Packers’ No. 2 receiver with 48 catches, finishing behind only No. 1 draft choice Sterling Sharpe, 
who had 55... . Played in all 16 games and started four . . . Three times led Packer receivers, including 
opening day when he caught 4 for 67 yards vs. Rams . . . Closed out season on an impressive upcurve, pacing 
Packer receivers in the last 2 games of the year — vs. the Vikings in Green Bay Dec. 11 (6 catches for 108 
yards) and vs. Cardinals at Phoenix Dec. 18 (6 catches for 58 yards) . . .

PRO: The former Notre Dame field general's strong response to un- 
scheduled and unexpected opportunities became one of the best side stories 
of the 1990 season . . .

Started all 16 games in 1990 and registered 44 tackles, 
38 of them unassisted . . . Also led his Green Bay platoon in passes defensed for the seventh time in nine 
seasons, breaking up 15 opponent attempts, and in forced fumbles with a career-high four. . . Lee, the 
Packers’ second-round draft selection in 1980, has broken up more passes over the past 10 seasons — 104 in 
all — than any other Green Bay defender . . . Although hampered by injury in 1989, when he missed the first 
four games of the regular season because of pre-season knee problem, he managed to log seven passes 
defensed, along with two interceptions, while making 10 starts and appearing in 12 games . . . He also was 
involved in 33 tackles (28 solos) . . . Blunted a team-leading nine enemy passes in 1988 and also weighed in 
with three interceptions . . . Had perhaps his best day of the '88 season against the then defending Super Bow!

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PRO: Acknowledged leader of the Packer offensive, the colorful and 
multi-talented Virginia alumnus comes off what he has termed “the hardest 
emotional year of my life” - one marked by career-threatening surgery — with 
a high degree of optimism, convinced that the physical problem is behind 
him and a bright future just ahead . . . Confident his surgically repaired right 
shoulder is “stronger than it was before,” Majkowski admits 1990's traumatic 
experience “made me more aware of how fast your career can be over in this 
league . . . | was on top of the world in '89, and 1990 could have been the last 
year in my career. . . You've got to really learn while you're playing this game — you have to take advantage of 
this opportunity . . . work your tail off and really give it all you can. I've always done that, but I'm really more 
aware of that. | really want to capitalize on this time of life when I’m able to do this” . . . The 27-year-old 
Depew, N.Y., native was not able to “capitalize” last season for two reasons — a lengthy pre-season holdout, 
and the shoulder injury, suffered in the second quarter of Game 10 at Phoenix Nov. 18 which put an early and, 
it turned out, abrupt end to his fourth pro season . . . Majkowski, who landed on the shoulder in a sideline 
tackle by the Cardinals’ Freddie Joe Nunn, underwent surgery December 13 .. . Dr. Gary Losse, who 
performed the operation in San Diego, repaired what was termed a half-inch by half-inch tear in the rotator 
cuff in Majkowski’s right shoulder . . . The surgeon later described the shoulder problem as “an accumulation 
of a year to two years of trauma. Most likely the injury he had in Phoenix just caused generalized bruising or 
irritation about the shoulder. When he tried to come back from that it just added to everything else that was 
going on”. . . Prior to being injured, Majkowski had started eight consecutive games, including the Phoenix 
contest . . . Completed 150 of 264 passes for 1,925 yards and 10 touchdowns with 12 interceptions . . . The 
10 TDs gave him 51 career scoring throws and puts him only eight behind Cecil Isbell’s 59, which ranks fifth 
on the Packers’ all-time list... He now holds fifth place in Packer annals in passing yardage with 9,237 . . . In 
addition to his contributions as a passer, Majkowski also emerged as the Packers’ third ranking rusher, with 
186 yards in 29 attempts (a 6.4 average) despite missing the last six games of the season following his injury 
. . . Ending his holdout during the week before the Packers’ season opener against the Rams (Sept. 9), he 
backed up designated starter Anthony Dilweg for the Rams game and the following week for the Chicago 
Bears’ visit to Lambeau Field (Sept. 16) . . . He made his first appearance of the season in the fourth quarter of 
the Bears match, taking over with the Packers trailing 31-13, and quickly moved the Green and Gold from their 
own 4-yard-line to Chicago's 12, in 11 plays, before being intercepted in the end zone by the Bears’ Lemuel 
Stinson with 3:38 remaining in the game . . . Named to make his first start of the season the next week, he 
completed 19 of 31 pass attempts for 171 yards as Kansas City posted a 17-3 victory . . . In his second start, 
however, he returned to the electrifying formula he had unveiled in 1989, pulling out a last minute, 24-21 
victory against the Detroit Lions at the Pontiac, MI, Silverdome with a 26-yard strike to wideout Jeff Query in 
the end zone as only 55 seconds remained . . . Overall, Majkowski completed 28 of 46 attempts for 289 yards 
and 3 TDs — without an interception . . . Two weeks later, he forged his best yardage of the season — throwing 
for 355 yards at Tampa — but was the victim of a career-high five interceptions as the Packers fell to the 
Buccaneers, 26-14 . . . He rebounded October 28 — following the scheduled bye — to lead the Green and Gold 
to a 24-10 victory over the Vikings at Milwaukee, hitting on 11 of 22 attempts for 203 yards and also rushing 
six yards for a score . . . Majkowski subsequently threw for 274 yards (22 of 33) in a 24-20 loss to the 
defending Super Bow! champion 49ers (Nov. 4), then escorted the Packers to a 29-16 upset of the AFC West- 
leading Raiders in Los Angeles the following week (Nov. 11) in what became his last full length appearance of 
the season . . . A year earlier, the blond field general had a career year, when he won the starting job at 
quarterback over veteran Randy Wright late in the pre-season and went on to lead the National Football 
League in passing yardage, as well as attempts and completions . . . Emerged as the league's eighth-rated 
passer with a quarterback ranking of 82.3 points, based on 353 completions in 599 attempts for 4,318 yards 
and 27 touchdowns, with 20 interceptions . . . Also ranked third in the NFL in touchdown passes, behind 
Rams’ Jim Everett (29) and Bengals’ Boomer Esiason (28) . . . Elected to back up Joe Montana at quarterback 
on the National Football Conference's Pro Bow! squad, Majkowski became the first Green Bay quarterback to 
be named to the Pro Bowl since Bart Starr was chosen in 1966 (Majkowski later withdrew from the squad for 
“personal reasons” and did not play in the NFL’s season-ending showcase) . .. Won numerous post-season 
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honors, including second-team AP All-Pro and second-team UPI All-NFC recognition . . . He also was one of 
six finalists for Miller Lite “NFL Player of the Year” and finished second to Montana in voting for the AP's NFL 
“Most Valuable Player” . . . A fan favorite because of his daring, leadership qualities and running skills, he set 
club season records for most passing attempts (599), completions (353), most 300-yard games (6) and most 
consecutive games throwing a TD pass (13) . . . Also established one single game record with 59 passing 
attempts (vs. Detroit Nov. 12) and tied another — for most consecutive completions (18) vs. New Orleans 
Sept. 17 . . . Became only the second 4,000-yard passer in team history (Lynn Dickey, with 4,458 yards in 
1983, is the other) . . . In the process, he became known as the “Majik Man” for spearheading a series of 
stirring comebacks which produced five come-from-behind wins, including a league record four one-point 
victories . . . Starting all 16 games for the first time in his pro career (he had made five starts as a rookie in '87 
and nine in 88), Majkowski complemented his passing exploits by finishing as the Packers’ No. 2 rusher with 
358 yards in 75 attempts (a 4.8 average) and 5 touchdowns, the latter figure tying Brent Fullwood for team 
leadership . . . Ranked No. 20 in the NFC in rushing and second only to the Eagles’ Randall Cunningham 
among quarterbacks in the NFL as a whole . . . Majkowski, who doubled his 1988 yardage production as a 
passer during his '89 emergence, posted his most successful aerial efforts against Detroit, passing for a 
career-high 367 yards in a 23-20 overtime triumph over the Lions at Milwaukee Oct. 29 (29 completions in 45 
attempts) and for 357 yards (with a career-best 34 completions in a club record 59 attempts) in a 31-22 loss 
at Pontiac two weeks later (Nov. 12) . . . Forged his first 300-yard performance of the season in rallying the 
Packers from a 24-7 halftime deficit to a 35-34 victory over the Saints in Green Bay Sept. 17, completing 25 of 
32 attempts for 354 yards and three TDs, and posting a personal career-high single game passing percentage 
of 78.1. . . Followed that effort with a 335-yard day in an explosive, 41-38 shootout with the Rams at 
Anaheim, CA, hitting 25 of 43 attempts in a losing cause . . . His other 300-yard productions came vs. the 
Cowboys Oct. 8 (21 of 32 for 313 yards) and vs. the Buccaneers (25 of 53 for 331 yards) in an electrifying 
last-play victory at Tampa, Dec. 3, Chris Jacke’s 47-yard field goal providing a 17-16 victory as time expired 
... Perhaps his most memorable play of 1989 was a 14-yard “instant replay” TD pass to Sterling Sharpe on a 
fourth-and-goal with 32 seconds remaining, giving the Packers a 14-13 win over Chicago (Nov. 5)... A 
willing and elusive runner, he registered his most productive rushing day of the season vs. the Bears at 
Chicago in Game 15, gaining 59 yards in just six carries, an average of just under 10 yards per attempt, and 
scoring two TDs . . . The first score came on a 17-yard sweep of his own right end in the second quarter, the 
second on a one-yard swing into the right corner of the end zone to seal a 40-28 conquest of the Midway 
Monsters . . . Earlier, Majkowski also registered two TDs vs. the 49ers (Nov. 19) to play a major role in a 21- 
17 upset of the then reigning Super Bowl champions — the last defeat they were to suffer prior to winning SB 
XXIV at New Orleans . . . Shrugging off rib and knee injuries in the process, he staked the Packers to an early 
6-0 lead with a 2-yard bootleg right in the first quarter, then scored what proved to be the winning TD on a 
deftly executed, 8-yard quarterback draw early in the fourth period, later being accorded National Football 
Conference “Offensive Player of the Week” honors for his efforts . . . Majkowski, a tenth round draft choice in 
1987, earlier had scored his first rushing TD of the season vs. the Rams, scoring on an 8-yard run in the first 
quarter (Sept. 24) . . . An intense competitor, he also made 5 miscellaneous tackles during the course of the 
season — 4 registered in chagrin after throwing interceptions, the other a stop of Lions linebacker Chris 
Spielman, who made a 12-yard run after recovering a Michael Haddix fumble . . . One of the most 
accomplished athletes ever to wear a Green Bay uniform, Majkowski started nine games overall in 1988 — the 
Packers’ first year under Lindy Infante — including three of their four victories . . . Also played entire second 
half of the Packers’ other success, vs. Vikings Dec. 11, in relief of starter Wright, who had suffered a 
recurrence of a groin injury late in the first half . . . Earlier had taken over as starter in Game Six following 
Wright's original injury and escorted the Packers to a 45-3 thumping of the Patriots at Milwaukee, which 
represented the Packers’ largest victory margin in 20 years . . . Followed that effort by leading the Green and 
Gold to a 34-14 triumph over the Vikings at Minneapolis the next week . . . Made eight consecutive starts 
before giving way to Wright in Game 14 (vs. Detroit Dec. 4) in the wake of a shoulder injury vs. the Bears .. . 
Compiled best statistical performance of the season along the way, hitting 30 of 43 attempts for 69.8 
percentage and 327 yards — the second 300-yard day of his pro career — vs. Lions at Milwaukee Nov. 20... 
After sitting out vs. Lions (Dec. 4), he returned for a second half of the Vikings rematch (Dec. 11) and added a 
third quarter TD (an 11-yard pass to Patrick Scott) for a 10-3 lead as the Packers scored an 18-6 victory to 
complete a season sweep of Minnesota . . . Supplemented his efforts as a field general and passer by 
emerging as the Packers’ No. 2 rusher for the first time with 225 yards in 47 attempts — including a number 
of QB draws and rollouts as well as impromptu scrambles — for a 4.8-yard average . . .

Also was involved in Packers’ 
longest play from scrimmage — a 56-yard pass-run collaboration with Walter Stanley vs. the Buccaneers at 
Tampa Oct. 2, a maneuver that almost pulled out a come-from-behind victory . . . Started five games as a 
rookie in '87 — vs. the Broncos in Game 2 Sept. 20 (the last game before a 4-week player strike), vs. the Lions 
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Oct. 25 (the first game after the strike ended), vs. the Buccaneers Nov. 1, vs. the Chiefs Nov. 22 and vs. the 
Saints in the season finale Dec. 27 . .. Had best day of season vs. Lions in the Oct. 25 contest, escorting the 
Packers to 31 first half points, then rallying them for a game-winning field goal in the fourth quarter (34-33) 
after they had fallen behind 33-31 . . . Passed for 323 yards overall (19 completions in 29 attempts) to 
become the first rookie quarterback in Packer history to throw for 300 yards in a game . . . Previously had 
played a surprisingly strong game vs. Denver's American Football Conference champions in his first pro start 
(at Milwaukee Sept. 20), exhibiting impressive composure in leading Green Bay to a 17-17 overtime tie with 
the Broncos, quarterbacked by the redoubtable John Elway . . . Closed out season with an electrifying 
performance vs. then playoff-bound Saints in the boisterous New Orleans Superdome, firing a pair of early TD 
passes to Stanley and emerging as the team’s leading rusher with 54 yards in 4 attempts . .. Completed 14 of 
29 passes for 219 yards and 3 TDs, with one intercept . . . Also impressed teammates and New Orleanians by 
making thunderous tackle of Pat Swilling following that one intercept by the Saints linebacker in the third 
quarter . . . Drafted in the 10th round (255th overall) by Green Bay in 1987. 

COLLEGE: Graduated as University of Virginia's all-time passing (3,901 yards) and total offense (4,632 
yards) leader . . . Was Cavaliers’ starting quarterback for 2% years, taking over midway through sophomore 
season in 1984 . . .

PRO: Packer coaches and fans are accustomed to high production from 
Mark Murphy but the veteran strong safety fairly outdid himself in 1990 .. . 
Emerging as the Green and Gold's leading tackler for the third season in a 
row, he amassed a career-high 103 unassisted tackles en route . . . The 
hustling 10-year pro from West Liberty State thus became the first Packer 
defender in nearly a decade to register more than 100 unassisted tackles in a 
season — the last being outside linebacker Mike Douglass, who turned the 
trick in 1983 . . . Supplemented those 103 solos, which included one 
quarterback sack, with 25 assists . . . Also made other major contributions, collecting three interceptions to 
share team honors with Jerry Holmes and LeRoy Butler, broke up 11 total passes and forced one fumble. . .

Fought off similar 
battle in the ’90 preseason from Shawn Miller, a Plan B acquisition from the 
Rams . . . Started all 16 games at nose tackle last season for Green Bay — the 
second year in a row he had done so . . . Led defensive line in solo tackles 
for third consecutive season with 42 . . . Had 56 total tackles, which ranked 
him second among defensive linemen in that category behind Matt Brock's 
59... . Knocked down six passes in 1990 — more than matching his NFL total of four entering last season . . . 
Dropped the Rams’ Jim Everett for a 13-yard sack, among four solo stops, in Green Bay's '90 opener . . . Had 
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best game, from a purely statistical standpoint, on Dec. 9 vs. Seattle, when he recorded seven total tackles

reflexes are superb, which is important because once that ball is snapped and there is 600 pounds of 
humanity on top of him, he doesn’t need that much time to think. Moreover, ‘Nelly’ has those Fred Flintstone- 
like legs that just seem to anchor him to the ground on running plays. What also sets him apart is his 
awareness. If they try to fool him, he's got a sense about it — he’s tough to fool” . . . Nelson has many of the 
intangibles Blache is looking for . . . “If you just looked at his height, weight and speed, you'd see a marginal, 
limited athlete. But they don’t measure the character of a man or the competitiveness of a man,” Blache says. 
“His stats aren't going to impress you, but he's going to hang in there and fight for you. He’s a tough guy” . . . 
Defensive coordinator Hank Bullough agrees whole-heartedly, saying, “Bobby Nelson plays as hard as he can 
every game. Everybody wants all-pros, but if you don’t have them you've got to have steady, sound players. 
Nelson is a steady, sound player” . . . Paced defensive line in total (70) and unassisted tackles (50) in 1989 as 
he installed himself as the Packers’ incumbent at nose tackle . . .

PRO: A five-year starter at tackle and a tireless seeker of perfection, the 
huge Californian has been ranked among the National Football League's top 
six offensive tackles by veteran personnel pundit Joel Buchsbaum .. . 
Offensive Line Coach Charlie Davis, impressed with Ruettgers’ acumen and 
commitment, calls the 28-year-old USC alumnus "a very smart, intelligent 
player and a very hard worker .. . a real student of the game” . . . A fixture at 
left tackle since the opening game of the 1986 season, his second in the NFL, 
Ruettgers missed five starts at mid-season in 1990 after undergoing arthroscopic surgery on both of his 
knees during the Packers’ bye week . . . Last game he had missed prior to that was 1988 inaugural vs. the 
Rams because of a shoulder injury suffered in the Packers’ first pre-season game . . . Had perhaps his best 
year in 1987 when he gave up only 3% quarterback sacks over the strike-shortened, 12-game schedule . . . 
The quality of his efforts was underscored when he subsequently was voted Packer “Offensive Player of the 
Year” by Wisconsin's sports media, an honor which marked the first time a Green Bay offensive lineman has 
been so honored since center Ken Bowman was similarly recognized in 1971 . . . Also was Packers’ nominee 
in the Miller Lite Offensive Lineman of the Year competition . . . The fact that he had to overcome an attack of 
mononucleosis during the early weeks of training camp only served to make his season-long performance all 
the more impressive . . . Ruettgers has achieved his high level of competence by spending long hours in the 
weight room and in exhaustive study of his opponent during the workday and after hours, along with 
developing a personal “book” on each defensive end he faces over the course of a season... A 
comprehensive compilation, its contents include “just what their moves are, what their personality types are 
from what | can determine on film, what they've done against me, and against other teams,” according to its 
author. “I take things down" . . . His strenuous off-season regimen also has been a factor in Ruettgers’ 
success . . . It includes, among other activities, four days of weight-lifting per week, plus racquetball, 
basketball and karate — as well as hitting the speed bag and jumping rope . . . Ken first gained NFL 
prominence in the 1986 season against the New York Giants, then en route to Super Bowl XXI, when he 
climaxed his personal year by shutting out league sack champion Lawrence Taylor (Dec. 20), a performance 
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which deprived the Giants superstar of an NFL single season record for sacks . . . Ruettgers became a Packer 
by way of a draft day trade with Buffalo in 1985, an exchange which sent Green Bay's first and second choices 
in that draft to the Bills for Buffalo's first round choice and a fourth round selection in 1986, the latter turning 
out to be linebacker Timothy Harris . . . The seventh player chosen overall, Ruettgers shared time with veteran 
Karl Swanke for eight of the last nine games of the '85 season, then started the season finale at Tampa after 
Swanke suffered a knee injury in Game 15 against Detroit . . . Earlier had stepped in as starter at LT in season 
opener vs. Patriots when Swanke was moved to RT, replacing Greg Koch, who had been pressed into service 
at right guard following an injury to Ron Hallstrom. 

COLLEGE: Co-captained Trojans as senior and played in Japan Bowl . . . Was reserve guard from 1980 
through 1982 before switching to tackle in 1983 . . . Holds degree in business administration. 

PERSONAL: Given name Kenneth F. Ruettgers . . . Married (Sheryl) and father of two, son Matthew (born 
1/28/88) and daughter, Katherine (born 3/10/90) . . . All-sectional offensive and defensive lineman at Garces 
High School in Bakersfield, CA . . . Also played center and forward on basketball team, threw shot and discus 
for the track team and was a member of the golf team . . . Working on master's degree in business 
administration during off-season at California State University at Bakersfield .. . Lists golf and family as his 
major non-football interests . . . Member of board of directors of Packer 65 Roses (Cystic Fibrosis) Sports 
Club . . . Also is a volunteer speaker at elementary schools in Kern County, CA, where Bakersfield is located 
. .. Hometown and residence: Bakersfield, CA.

PRO: It has taken Sterling Sharpe only three seasons to firmly entrench 
himself among pro football's all-time receiving elite . . . In that relatively short 
span, the gifted South Carolinian has caught the imposing total of 212 
passes, tying a league record for most receptions in the first three years of a 
career, set by Tom Fears of the Los Angeles Rams over the 1948, '49 and '50 
seasons (his first three years in the National Football League) . . . The 212 
receptions, which included 55 in Sharpe's rookie, 1988 season, a league- 
leading and club-record 90 in 1989, and 67 in 1990, also automatically 
established a Packer record for most catches in the first three seasons of a career. . . The old record, 171, 
was set by James Lofton (1978-79-80) . . . In the process, Sharpe thus also reached the 200-catch level faster 
than any other receiver in the Packers’ 72-year history . . . The former University of South Carolina athlete 
made his 200th reception last December 2, in only his 44th NFL game . . . He already had swept into the 
Packers’ all-time receiving top ten, moving past Jim Taylor (187) and Phillip Epps (192) into ninth place... A 
Pro Bowl selection last season for the second year in a row, the Chicago-born wideout scaled the 1,000-yard 
plateau for the second consecutive season (his 67 receptions produced 1,105-yards) — the tenth 1,000-yard 
receiving season in Packer history, following his team-record 1,423 yards in '89 . . . In addition, Sharpe 
became only the second receiver in Packer history to catch as many as 60 passes in more than one season 
(Lofton holds the Packer record for most seasons of 60 or more with five) . . . He also tied Don Hutson, Bill 
Howton and Paul Coffman for second place in club history for most seasons of 50-plus receptions with three 
(Lofton holds the record with seven); tied Howton for second place in most 1,000-yard seasons in Packer 
annals with two, behind only Lofton’s five; and extended his consecutive game reception streak to 39, a string 
dating back to Game 10 of his rookie, '88 season against the Atlanta Falcons . . . Has led team in receptions 
each of his three seasons . . . Although his 67 catches last season fell short of his record performance in '89, 
when his 90 made him the first Packer to lead the NFL in receiving since the legendary Hutson last did so in 
1945, it was an impressive total considering he played the last six weeks with the pain and discomfort of 
several cracked ribs . . . “Had he not been hurt, he could have had 75 to 80 catches,” said his receivers coach, 
Buddy Geis. “Anything over 70 is a great year. He is capable of catching 100” . . . An admirer of Sharpe's 
rollicking approach to the game, Geis added, “He plays football almost like a little kid. He goes out and has 
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fun. That's why he gets better. | like to see him loose at our practice. It keeps everybody else loose” . . . Head 
Coach Lindy Infante is confident that Sharpe, as productive as he has been, will become even more effective in 
the future . . . “I think Sterling's the type that will get better,” he said. “I think the more he plays, the better 
he's going to get — up to a certain point, certainly . .. But | think he’s still got a ways to go to improve. He's 
become more and more of an accomplished route-runner since he’s been here. He's done a better job each 
year getting off the line of scrimmage against the bump-and-run . . . Hopefully we'll just continue to find ways 
to get him the football and get him open where he can keep his production up” . . . Sharpe highlighted his '90 
season with three 100-yard receiving days, swelling his career total to 11... Caught 5 for 129 yards, 
including a season-long 76-yard touchdown, vs. Bears at Chicago (Oct. 7), 7 for 139 at Tampa Bay the 
following week (Oct. 14) and a season-high 10 for 157 yards and one TD vs. Cardinals at Phoenix (Nov. 18) 
... Only once had to settle for a lone reception — vs. Lions in Green Bay Dec. 22 . . . Sharpe punctuated his 
record-breaking '89 season with 12 TD receptions, the most by a Packer receiver since 1952 when Bill 
Howton had 13 as a rookie, and tied a club record by forging six 100-yard receiving games . . . Also posted a 
13th TD as a runner, scooping up a Jeff Query fumble at the Atlanta 5-yard-line and powering his way into the 
end zone to ignite a 17-point fourth-quarter comeback which produced a 23-21 victory over the Falcons at 
Milwaukee . . . His record-breaking exploits were formally recognized when opposing players and coaches 
elected him to a starting berth on the National Football Conference squad for the Pro Bowl . . . Had his most 
productive afternoon of the '89 season — from a reception standpoint — against the NFC Central champion 
Vikings Nov, 26, when he caught 10 passes for 157 yards . . . His top yardage days, however, came vs. the 
Rams (164 yards on 8 catches) at Anaheim, CA, Sept. 24 and vs. Tampa Bay Dec. 3 when he amassed a 
career-high 169 yards, also with 8 receptions . . . Sharpe had registered his first 100-yard day of the season in 
Game 2 vs. New Orleans, the first of his three eight-catch performances producing 107 yards... His 12 TD 
receptions included decisive TD catches in three games — the Packers’ 35-34 victory over the Saints, the 
controversial “instant replay” score which — with Chris Jacke’s conversion — produced a memorable 14-13 
victory over the Bears in Green Bay's Lambeau Field Nov. 5 and in a 20-19 win over Minnesota on Nov. 26... 
He pulled in a three-yard scoring strike from quarterback Don Majkowski to trigger the come-from-behind win 
over the Saints, with the aid of a Jacke conversion, snared a 14-yard Majkowski throw in the closing seconds 
to stun the Bears and caught a 9-yard TD, also from Majkowski, to scuttle the Vikings . . . Settled for one 
reception only once — vs. the Chiefs Dec. 10 . . . Caught 55 passes as a rookie in 1988 to set a new club 
record (Howton held the old record of 53, set in 1952) . . . Had his best yardage day (137) with seven catches 
vs, Bears Sept. 25 and his most productive afternoon from a reception standpoint with eight catches against 
the Lions at Milwaukee Nov, 20, an effort which brought him his second 100-yard day of the season (124) .. . 
Caught five or more passes in six games, including six for 70 yards vs. Buccaneers Oct. 2 and six for 71 yards 
vs. Lions Dec. 4... , Also made a contribution on special teams as a punt returner, averaging 5.3 yards for 
nine runbacks . . . Drafted in the first round (seventh overall) by Green Bay in 1988. 

COLLEGE: Set South Carolina school records for career receptions (163), receiving yards (2,444) and 
touchdowns (25) . . . Established single-season marks in same categories as a junior, snaring 74 passes for 
1,106 yards and 10 TDs . . . Earned two degrees, one in interdisciplinary studies, the other in retailing.

PRO: One of the NFL’s top return men the past five seasons, signed with 
Green Bay as a Plan B free agent on April 1, 1991, after beginning his career 
with the Cardinals . . . Was something of a Cinderella story in 1986 when he 

entered the league as a 10th-round draft choice and yet made the NFC Pro 

Bowl team as its return specialist in both '86 and '87 . . . Chosen to NFL All- 

Pro squads of AP both years (first team in 1987 after second team accolades 
in 1986) . . . Set numerous Cardinal punt return records in the process .. . 
Currently holds that team’s records for most career punt returns (193), most 
career punt return yardage (2,152), most punt returns in a season (44 in 1987), most punt return yardage in 
one season (550 in 1987) and most punt return yardage in one game (145 vs. Tampa Bay on Dec. 21, 1986) 
... Also stands second in Cardinals history in career kickoff returns (164) and career kickoff return yardage

PRO: Excellent physical specimen, stepped in as the starter at strong- 
side outside linebacker last season following the retirement of John 
Anderson, who had been entrenched at that spot from 1978-89 . . . Showed 
that he could do the job, making more total tackles (97) than Anderson had in 
any of his last four seasons . . . Despite his high level of play, still has much 
untapped potential . . . “Scotty's made some big plays of us, but his potential 
has not been fully realized yet,” states Dick Moseley, the candid coach of the 
outside linebackers. “I would say Scott has made some strides . . . | don't 
mind saying he has more to make. He's risen to a higher level — a couple of strides. | don’t know how high he 
can go. But | think he can raise it considerably higher” . . . There is no doubt in Moseley’s mind that Stephen 
has all of the physical skills to be a successful NFL linebacker . . . “As far as motor skill level, the ability to run 
and jump and change directions, he registers as one of our better athletes,” says the 34-year coaching 
veteran. “He has size, is strong at the point of attack and has reasonable acceleration and good running 
speed” . . . Started all 16 games last season at LOLB . . . Finished fourth on the team in total tackles and tied 
for third place (with Johnny Holland) in solo stops (59) . . . His tackle output in 1990 more than tripled his 
career totals coming into the season . . . Also had one sack, two interceptions, two fumble recoveries, two 
forced fumbles and six passes defensed . . . Perhaps his finest game of '90 was Oct. 7 at Chicago, when he 
had three tackles — one of which was an assist to Brian Noble in stuffing the “Refrigerator,” William Perry, for 
a one-yard loss near the Packers’ goal-line . . . Also intercepted a Mike Tomczak pass early in the third 
quarter, only one play after a Green Bay turnover had given the Bears possession on the Packers’ 29-yard line 
with the game still in the balance (10-6 Chicago at the time) . . . On the Bears’ next series, he recovered a Neal 
Anderson fumble at the Chicago 26 . . . In addition, batted down three Chicago passes . . . Made six tackles in 
first meeting with the Bears (Sept. 16) . . . Recorded six tackles (five solo), a fumble recovery and a pass 
defensed vs. Tampa Bay Nov. 25 at Milwaukee County Stadium . . . His recovery of Reggie Cobb's fumble on 
the first drive of the third quarter gave Green Bay the ball at the Bucs’ 18, and the Packers took full advantage, 
scoring a touchdown to stretch their lead from 7-3 to 14-3 in an eventual 20-10 victory . . . Made eight tackles 
(six solo), including a sack of Minnesota's Rich Gannon, the following week in Green Bay's only prime-time 
affair of 1990 . . . One week later, continued his fine play vs. Seattle by registering seven tackles (six solo), 
two passes defensed and an interception of the Seahawks’ Dave Krieg . . . Forced a fumble, in addition to 
making four tackles, in the "90 finale at Denver . . . Also had four stops and one forced fumble in the season 
opener vs. the Rams, a game beamed back to his hometown of Los Angeles . . . Tied with Jerry Woods for 
fifth on club in special teams tackles last year with 11 solo stops . . . Made his first substantial impact on the 
Green Bay defense in 1989 while starting a pair of late-season games in place of an injured Anderson . . .

PRO: Determined veteran who has battled the gamut of injury troubles 
since entering the league in 1982 . . . His most recent setback — surgery to 
fuse the fifth and sixth cervical vertebrae and to remove a ruptured disc in his 
neck — forced him to miss the entire 1989 season and put his career in 
jeopardy . . . Undaunted, Uecker passed the team’s physical in July, 1990, 
and started the first 13 games at right guard for the Packers last season . . . 
Won starting role in training camp, aided in part by holdout of incumbent 
Ron Hallstrom, and did not relinquish it until 14th game of year . . . Dressed, 
but did not play in, Green Bay's last three contests of 90 following Hallstrom's reclamation of starting RG job

THE LAMBEAU FIELD STORY 


Green Bay's Lambeau Field, home of the Packers, was erected in 1957 with a capacity of 
32,150. Six subsequent additions have been made to the facility in the 34-year interim, increasing the 
current capacity to 59,543. The most recent was completed in 1990, when 36 new private boxes and 
1,920 club seats were constructed. The $8,263,000 project, which has given the stadium a 
“horseshoe” appearance, increased the number of private boxes to 108 — 42 on the west side and 66 
on the east side. 

The theatre-style club seats, a “first” for Lambeau Field, were installed in the south end zone 
on either side of the scoreboard. They are enclosed and the area is heated and air conditioned. It 
also is equipped with elevators, concession stands and restrooms. 

The previous additions, all of them, like the 1990 project, underwritten by the Green Bay 
Packers, Inc., increased the stadium capacity to 38,669 in 1961, 42,327 in 1963, 50,861 in 1965, 
56,155 in 1970 and 57,113 in 1985, the year the first private boxes were constructed. 

The cost of the original construction, when the stadium was built in 1957, was $960,000 
shared equally by the Packer Corporation and the City of Green Bay. Financed by means of a bond 
issue, it received voter approval in a referendum conducted April 3, 1956. 

The stadium was dedicated as City Stadium on September 29, 1957. It later was renamed 
Lambeau Field in 1965, following the death of the late E. L. “Curly” Lambeau, founder and first 
coach of the Packers. 

Lambeau Field now is wholly owned by the City of Green Bay, retirement of the original 
$960,000 indebtedness having been celebrated at a mortgage-burning ceremony in May of 1978. 

With the completion of the new additions last year, the Packers have spent more than $20 
million on improvements to Lambeau Field and the Packer administration building and training 
quarters over the past decade.

Only two other 
teams in professional football, the Chicago Bears and the Phoenix (formerly Chicago and St. Louis) 
Cardinals, have played more than 1,000 games. 

In 72 seasons, the Packers have won 670 games, lost 504 and tied 47. The 1,221-game total 
includes a record of 485 victories - compared to 401 defeats and 36 ties — in league and playoff 
competition and a record of 185 victories, 103 losses and 11 ties in non-league play.

Sept. 9 Packers launch 70th National Football League season with 36-24 victory over the Los Angeles Rams in Lambeau Field, 
pulling away on the strength of a 16-point fourth quarter after holding a modest 20-17 lead at the end of three periods. 
Quarterback Anthony Dilweg, making his first pro start, presides over the offense in the successful inaugural, completing 20 of 
32 passes for 248 yards and 3 touchdowns — without an interception. Two of Dilweg’s scoring strikes go to tight end Ed West, 
the first a 4-yard collaboration in the second quarter and the other a 7-yard effort in the fourth minute of the final period which 
stakes the Packers to a permanent 27-17 lead. Dilweg’s other scoring throw, good for 47 yards, is to wide receiver Jeff Query 
in the second quarter. Brent Fullwood scores the Packers’ last TD on a 2-yard run in the fourth quarter. Placekicker Chris Jacke 
accounts for the Green and Gold’s 12 remaining points with field goals of 26, 53 and 40 yards, the 53-yarder tying the club 
distance record, and three conversions. 


Sept. 30 In arrears 21-10 at the end of three quarters, the Packers rebound to score two fourth period touchdowns — the last 
with only 55 seconds remaining — to register a dramatic, 24-21 come-from-behind victory over the Lions at the Pontiac, MI., 
Silverdome. Quarterback Don Majkowski, making his second start of the season, engineers the comeback, enabling the 
Packers to square their season record at 2-2. He escorts the Green and Gold 61 yards in 8 plays for their first touchdown in 
the fourth quarter, hitting fullback Michael Haddix from 4 yards out, then 66 yards in 9 plays for the winning score on a 26- 
yard strike to Jeff Query, who makes a diving catch in the end zone. 

Oct. 28 Rookie running back Darrell Thompson and third-year defensive end Shawn Patterson play prominent roles as the 
Packers upend the defending NFC Central Division champion Vikings at Milwaukee County Stadium. Thompson, making an 
impressive cutback to reach the end zone, scores his first NFL touchdown on a 12-yard run in the second quarter and 
Patterson intercepts a Rich Gannon pass and returns it 9 yards for what proves to be the winning TD in the third quarter as the 
Green and Gold defeat Minnesota, 24-10. Quarterback Don Majkowski scores the game's final TD on a 6-yard bootleg around 
the Packers’ right flank. Majkowski completes 11 of 22 passes for 203 yards — 5 of them to Perry Kemp for 83 yards — without 
an interception, Chuck Cecil posts 9 solo tackles and one assist to pace the Packer defense. 


Nov. 4 Packers, upset victors over the 49ers at San Francisco's Candlestick Park in 1989 (21-17), again extend the two-time 
defending champions but fall short this time in a Lambeau Field showdown, 24-20. Within striking distance midway through 
the fourth quarter, when the 49ers are husbanding a tenuous 17-13 lead, they fall victim to a 64-yard scoring collaboration 
between quarterback Joe Montana and all-pro wideout Jerry Rice. It stakes the Prospectors to a 24-13 lead, sufficient to carry 
the day, although the Packers quickly retaliate with a 7-play, 72-yard drive, climaxed by a 17-yard scoring strike from 
quarterback Don Majkowski to Sterling Sharpe. 

Nov. 11 Controlling the football with surprising ease against one of the NFL's most highly regarded defenses, the Packers 
subdue the AFC Western Division-leading Raiders in the Los Angeles Coliseum, 29-16, with the aid of a record-setting 
performance by placekicker Chris Jacke. Overall, the Packers post an impressive margin in time of possession, controlling the 
ball for 39 minutes and 7 seconds while limiting the Raiders to 20 minutes, 53 seconds with the combination of a well- 
balanced attack and a tight-fisted defense. They rush for 101 yards in 35 attempts, running more than 8 minutes off the clock 
in a time-consuming fourth-quarter drive, while out-yarding the Silver and Black, 256 to 165. Jacke kicks five field goals, 
breaking the team record he previously shared with 7 others, hitting from 39, 51, 32, 23 and 20 yards. Fullback Michael 
Haddix keys Green Bay's workman-like ground game with 69 yards in 20 attempts. 

Nov. 18 Packers move out to 10-0 lead at Phoenix, then fall behind 21-10 early in fourth quarter before being rallied for two 
late touchdowns by quarterback Anthony Dilweg to pull out a 24-21, last-minute victory. Dilweg's 15-yard touchdown strike to 
Clarence Weathers closes gap to four points at 8:40 of the final period and his 1-yard scoring pass to tight end Ed West with 
only 16 seconds remaining seals win for Green and Gold, squaring their season record at 5-5. Sterling Sharpe has his best day 
of year in the process, snaring 10 passes for 157 yards and one touchdown, while linebacker Johnny Holland keys defense 
with 8 solo tackles and 2 assists. Victory proves costly for Packers, who lose starting quarterback Don Majkowski for the rest 
of year with shoulder injury suffered in second quarter. 


Nov. 25 Packers enhance chances of playoff berth with 20-10 victory over Buccaneers at Milwaukee County Stadium, 
improving their record to 6-5. Out front by only 7-3 at halftime, they pad lead over Bucs to 17-3 in third quarter en route to 
second straight win behind quarterback Anthony Dilweg, who completes 13 of 22 passes for 199 yards and 2 touchdowns 
without an interception. Darrell Thompson paces Packers’ most productive ground game of the season, rushing for 59 yards 
in 10 attempts as Green and Gold roll up 144 yards in 31 carries, a 4.7 average. Defense, meanwhile, holds Tampa Bay to 61 
rushing yards. 

Dec. 9 After falling behind 20-0, Packers come within inches of pulling out victory against Seahawks in Milwaukee behind the 
leadership of quarterback Blair Kiel, who replaces Anthony Dilweg late in third quarter. Kiel escorts Green and Gold to a pair of 
fourth quarter touchdowns, capping 59- and 54-yard drives, and has them knocking at the door again in the closing minutes 
(4th-and-6 at the Seattle 8-yard-line with 1:25 remaining) when his fourth down pass to Jeff Query in the end zone is just wide 
of the mark, permitting the Seahawks to escape with a 20-14 victory. Kiel, forging one of the most impressive rescue efforts in 
recent Packer history, completes 23 of 31 passes for 198 yards overall — with no interceptions. Strong safety Mark Murphy 
registers 9 unassisted tackles in the losing cause, linebacker Brian Noble weighing in with 8. 

Dec. 22 Leading Lions 17-10 early in fourth quarter on Lambeau Field's coldest game day since the legendary “Ice Bowl" of 
1967, Packers still nurture mathematical playoff hopes when misfortune strikes. Tight end Ed West fumbles as he falls to 
ground while being tackled following 12-yard reception, Detroit's Ray Crockett picks ball out of the air and races 22 yards to 
tying touchdown. Quarterback Blair Kiel, making his first Packer start, promptly engineers retaliatory drive but it ends abruptly 
when Chris Spielman recovers a Michael Haddix fumble at the Detroit 35-yard-line. The Lions then move 74 yards in 8 plays to 
the winning touchdown, Barry Sanders scoring on a 6-yard run over the Lions’ right side. Kiel completes 20 of 36 passes for 
239 yards and scores Packers’ first TD on a 3-yard quarterback draw. Darrell Thompson warms hearts of 46,700 shivering 
faithful - the wind chill descends to 35 degrees below zero during the course of the game — by returning second half kickoff 76 
yards for a touchdown, the Packers’ longest KOR of the '90 season.

PACKERS STILL SHARE ‘MONDAY NIGHT FOOTBALL’ SCORING RECORD 


The night of October 17, 1983, remains a memorable one in Packer history. On that occasion, the 
Packers delighted a Lambeau Field house of 52,555 fans by shading the Washington Redskins in an 
explosive “Monday Night Football” struggle, 48-47. As a result, they still own a share — the winning 
share — of the highest scoring game in the history of “MNF,” ABC-TV's 21-year-old prime time series. 

The Packers eventually prevailed over the Redskins — reigning Super Bowl champions then — by 
way of a Jan Stenerud field goal. The scoring orgy produced 11 touchdowns, 11 conversions and 5 
other field goals. Stenerud’s 20-yard success with only 54 seconds remaining decided the issue. The 
Redskins’ Mark Moseley added a final, dramatic flourish by missing a 39-yard field goal attempt on the 
game’s last play. 

The 95-point production surpassed the previous “Monday Night Football” record for total points 
by 11. The latter had been established Dec. 20, 1982, when the San Diego Chargers outscored the 
Cincinnati Bengals, 50-34. : 

The contest also was the highest scoring game in which the Packers ever have been involved. 
The 95 points exceeded by eight the previous mark of 87, set when Green Bay lost to the Lions at 
Detroit in 1951, 52-35.

The Packers launched the Super Bowl series by whipping Kansas City’s American Football League 
champions 35-10 behind the passing of Bart Starr, the receiving of Max McGee and a key interception by 
all-pro safety Willie Wood. 

Vince Lombardi’s repeating NFL champions broke open the game with three second-half touchdowns, 
the first of which was set up by Wood's 50-yard return of an interception to the Chief's 5-yard line with the 
Packers leading by only 14-10. The pass, authored by the Chiefs’ Len Dawson, had been intended for 
Kansas City tight end Fred Arbanas. 

McGee, filling in for ailing Boyd Dowler (injured on the Packers, first offensive series) after having 
caught only three passes all season, snared seven from Starr for 138 yards and two touchdowns. Elijah 
Pitts ran for two other scores counting one on a 5-yard run in the third quarter and the other on a one-yard 
bolt in the final period. 

The Chiefs’ 10 points came in the second quarter; the only touchdown on a seven-yard pass from 
Dawson to Curtis McClinton. 

Starr completed 16 of 23 passes for 250 yards and 2 touchdowns and was chosen the game's most 
valuable player. His scoring strikes came on a 37-yard collaboration with McGee in the first quarter and a 
13-yard pitch to the aging end in the decisive third period. 

The Packers collected $15,000 per man and the Chiefs $7,500 apiece — the largest single-game shares 
in the history of team sports.

Having acquired a third consecutive NFL championship just two weeks earlier, the Packers embellished 
that record-tying parlay by winning the Super Bowl title for the second straight year. This time, they 
dispatched the AFL champion Raiders, 33-14, in a game that drew the first $3 million gate in football 
history. 

Bart Starr again was chosen the game's most valuable player as he completed 13 of 24 passes for 202 
yards and one touchdown and directed a Packer attack that was in control all the way after building up a 
16-7 halftime lead. 

Don Chandler kicked four field goals (39, 20, 43 and 31 yards), and all-pro cornerback Herb Adderley 
highlighted the Green Bay scoring with a 60-yard interception return of a Daryle Lamonica pass. 

After leading by only 3-0 at the quarter, the Packers padded their margin to 16-7 at halftime by way of 
three Chandler field goals and a 62-yard scoring pass from Starr to split end Boyd Dowler. They then left 
the Raiders behind with a 10-point third period, Donny Anderson scoring on a 2-yard run and Chandler 
with his final field goal. 

The game marked the last for Vince Lombardi as Packers coach, ending nine years at Green Bay in 
which he won six Western Conference championships, five NFL titles and two Super Bowls, a record 
unprecedented in pro football history.

ELEVEN TIMES WORLD CHAMPIONS 


The Green Bay Packers have won more championships — eleven — than any other team in National 
Football League history. They won their first three by league standing (1929, 1930 and 1931 ) and eightsince 
the NFL's playoff system was established in 1933 (1936, 1939, 1944, 1961, 1962, 1965, 1966 and 1967). Green 
Bay also is the only NFL team to win three straighttitles, having done it twice (1929-30-31 and 1965-66-67). 

In eveetey ti Packers won the first two Super Bowls (over Kansas City in 1967, 35-10, and over Oakland 
in 1968, 33-14). 

Chicago's Bears rank second with nine NFL titles, followed by the Giants, Lions, Browns and 49ers with 


four each.

GAME BY GAME 


1936 — GREEN BAY 21, BOSTON REDSKINS 
6, (Polo Grounds, New York) — Although New 
York was not represented in the title playoff, the 
game was played in the Polo Grounds because 
the Redskins’ franchise was being shifted to 
Washington, D.C., by George Marshall. A turnout 
of 29,545 saw Don Hutson take a 45-yard touch- 
down pass from Arnie Herber in the first three 
minutes, and the Packers were never headed. 


1938 — NEW YORK 23, GREEN BAY 17, (Polo 
Grounds, New York) — The Packers overcame an 
early 9-0 New York lead, spawned by two blocked 
punts, but could not hold off the Giants in the 
second half. The Packers began to close in early 
in the second period, Arnie Herber capitalizing on 
a Paul (Tiny) Engebretsen interception by lofting a 
50-yard touchdown strike to Carl Mulleneaux, 
cutting the Giants margin to 9-7. 

The Giants shortly converted a mid-field fumble 
by Packer fullback Eddie Jankowski into a 16-7 
lead before Green Bay again trimmed the deficit 
to two points before the half was over; Clarke 


Hinkle crashing over from the 6-inch line follow- 
ing a 66-yard Cecil Isbell pass to Wayland Becker. 
The Packers then forged in front in opening 
minutes of the second half for the first and only 
time in the game; an Engebretsen field goal 
presenting them with a 17-16 edge. The Giants, 
however, stormed back with a 61-yard scoring 
drive, capped by a 35-yard pass from Ed 
Danowski to Hank Soar. Soar fought his way over 
the goal line from the 2, with Hinkle clinging to 
one leg, for what proved to be the winning 
touchdown. A crowd of 48,120, a play off record, 
Sat in on proceedings. 


1939 — GREEN BAY 27, NEW YORK 0, (State 
Fair Park, Milwaukee) — The Packers made 
playoff history by scoring first shutout ever regis- 
tered in NFL championship game. Despite bitter 
35 m.p.h. wind, both Arnie Herber and Cecil Isbell 
passed for touchdowns in leading Green Bay to 
its fifth world championship before 32,279 fans. 
Green Bay mounted a 7-0 halftime lead, by dint 
of a Herber scoring strike to Milt Gantenbein, and 
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pulled away in the third quarter on a 29-yard field 
goal by Paul (Tiny) Engebretsen and a long TD 
pass from Isbell to Joe Laws. The Packers added 
10 more points in the fourth quarter on a 42-yard 
field goal by Ernie Smith and a short scoring run 
by fullback Eddie Jankowski. 


1944 — GREEN BAY 14, NEW YORK 7, (Polo 
Grounds, New York) — With peerless pass 
catcher Don Hutson employed primarily as a 
decoy for the Giant defense, fullback Ted Fritsch 
emerged the offensive hero of Packers’ sixth 
world title victory. 


Fritsch scored both Green Bay touchdowns, 
one on a 2-yard run in the second quarter and the 
other on a 26-yard pass-and-run collaboration 
with Irv Comp in the third. Ward Cuff scored the 
Giants’ touchdown with a one-yard plunge on the 
first play of the final period. Joe Laws, the Packers’ 
veteran, 34-year-old all-purpose halfback, had a 
brilliant day, setting a playoff record with three 
interceptions and claiming ground gaining honors 
with 74 yards in 13 carries, Attendance: 46,016. 


1960 — PHILADELPHIA 17, GREEN BAY 13 
(Franklin Field) — Packers erected a 6-0 lead in 
the second period and were out in front by 13-10 
in fourth quarter before yielding to late surge by 
Eagles, who scored the deciding points on a 5- 
yard burst by Ted Dean. 

Green Bay moved ahead in first quarter on a 
20-yard Paul Hornung field goal. Hornung added 
23-yard FG in second quarter but Eagles tied it 
6-6 on a 35-yard scoring pass from Norm Van 
Brocklin to Tommy McDonald and edged ahead 
via Bobby Walston's first conversion. Walston 
followed with a 15-yard FG for a 10-6 halftime 
lead. 

The Packers stopped Philadelphia at their own 
four late in the third period, then recaptured lead 
on a 7-yard TD pass from Bart Starr to Max 
McGee. A 58-yard kickoff return by Dean, however, 
ignited Eagles and victory eluded Packers, 
making their first title game appearance in 16 
years. Attendance: 67,325. 


1961 — GREEN BAY 37, NEW YORK 0, (Lambeau 
Field, Green Bay) — Paul Hornung, on leave from 
the Army, scored a record tying 19 points to key 
Packer decimination of Giants in first title game 
ever played in Green Bay. 

Arecord Packer home crowd of 39,029 watched 
the Green and Gold erupt for 24 points in the 
second quarter. In all, the Packers scored seven 
times against the NFL's top defensive team of 
1961, amassing four touchdowns and three field 
goals, The defense, meanwhile, was proving a 
devastating complement to the attack, inter- 
cepting four Giant passes and recovering one 
fumble. 
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Two interceptions, by Ray Nitschke and defen- 
sive back Hank Gremminger, set up touchdowns 
No. 2 and 3 while the fumble recovery by Forrest 
Gregg led to Hornung’s second field goal and a 
~ Whittenton interception to Hornung's final 


1962 — GREEN BAY 16, NEW YORK 7, (Yankee 
Stadium, New York) — Out front all the way in a 
raw, cyclonic setting, Packers weather siege by 
vengeful Giants in primitive, hand-to-hand struggle. 
Ray Nitschke proves principal frustration to New 
Yorkers, seeking redemption for shutout humilia- 
tion in 61 title game. His deflection triggers inter- 
ception to blunt early Giant drive to Green Bay 10. 
On way to being named game's most valuable 
player, he also registers two interceptions, one of 
which led to the Packers’ only touchdown of the 
afternoon. The other set up a 29-yard field goal by 
Jerry Kramer, whose trio of three-pointers pro- 
vided eventual margin. 

Giants’ only TD comes on block of Max McGee 
punt in Green Bay end zone midway through the 
third quarter. 

A battered Jim Taylor sets playoff record with 
31 rushing attempts, good for 85 yards. 


1965 — GREEN BAY 23, CLEVELAND 12, 
(Lambeau Field, Green Bay) — Field softened by 
four-inch snow made Packer backs only run 
harder as Lambeau Field crowd of 50,777 cele- 
brated third championship in five years. Jim 
Taylor and Paul Hornung amassed 201 yards 
rushing in rally that overcame Browns's early 9-7 
lead. 

Packers charged to 7-0 first quarter advantage 
on 47-yard Bart Starr pass to Carroll Dale and 
Don Chandler's conversion, but Cleveland moved 
in front on a 17-yard TD strike from Frank Ryan to 
Gary Collins and 24-yard Lou Groza field goal. 

Green Bay rebounded, however, with 15 and 23 
yard FGs by Chandler, the latter following a Willie 
Wood interception, to claim 13-7 lead subsequent- 
ly trimmed to a single point by a second Groza FG 
shortly before the intermission. 

Starr settled the issue in third quarter, escorting 
the Packers on a 90-yard, 11-play scoring drive 
climaxed by Hornung's 13-yard sweep of Browns’ 
right perimeter. 


1966 — GREEN BAY 34, DALLAS 27, (Cotton 
Bowl, Dallas) — Bart Starr has one of his finest 
hours, passing for four touchdowns as Packers 
win second straight title and fourth in six years. 
Tom Brown thwarts last-minute Cowboy bid, and 
the majority of 74,152 Cotton Bowl fans, with end 
zone interception of Don Meredith's fourth down 
pass from Green Bay 2. 

Packers mounted quick 14-0 lead on a 17-yard 
Starr pass to Elijah Pitts and 18-yard scoring run 
with a fumble recovery by rookie Jim Grabowski, 
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but led only 21-17 at halftime following explosive 
Cowboy comeback. After a 32-yard Villanueva 
field goal had cut Packer lead to a tenuous 21-20, 
Starr hit Dowler and McGee with 16-yard scoring 
passes to provide a cushion against the Cowboys’ 
late surge. 


1967 — GREEN BAY 21, DALLAS 17, (Lambeau 
Field, Green Bay) — With thermometer shudder- 
ing at 16 below zero and 50,861 in stands, Bart 
Starr scores winning touchdown from one-yard- 
line with 13 seconds remaining, sealing record 
third straight championship for Packers and their 
fifth in seven years. 

Starr's touchdown, on third down with no time- 


oe remaining, climaxed a 68-yard drive in 12 
plays. 

As was case in 1966, Packers grabbed early 
14-0 advantage. But this time Cowboys came 
from behind to take the lead, forcing story book 
finish by Green Bay to win contest later voted the 
greatest game in pro football history. 

Starr's touchdown passes of 8 and 46 yards to 
Boyd Dowler built the first quarter bulge, trimmed 
in second quarter by George Andrie's 7-yard 
scoring return of a Starr fumble and 21-yard 
Danny Villanueva field goal. Dan Reeves’ 50-yard 
scoring strike to Lance Rentzel in the fourth 
quarter triggered the dramatic denouement. 


1972 DIVISIONAL PLAYOFF 


WASHINGTON 16, GREEN BAY 3 (Robert F. Kennedy Stadium, Washington, D.C.) — Chester Marcol's 
17-yard field goal early in the second quarter puts the Packers out front but a Bill Kilmer-to-Roy Jefferson 
touchdown pass late in the same period gave the Redskins a lead they never yielded. Curt Knight kicked 
three field goals to provide the Redskins’ other points before a crowd of 52,321 fans on Sunday afternoon, 
December 24. John Brockington, the Packers’ 1,000-yard rusher, had to settle for nine yards on 13 carries 
as the Redskins used a five-man defensive line to shut down Green Bay's running game.

1983 SUPER BOWL TOURNAMENT 


1983—GREEN BAY 41, ST. LOUIS 16 (Lambeau Field, Green Bay) — Making their first post-season 
appearance in Lambeau Field since celebrated “Ice Bow!” game of 1967 against Dallas, Packers halt Cardinal drive 
at one-yard-line in first quarter then proceed to forge an all-time club scoring record in their opening Super Bowl 
Tournament contest following 1982 season. 

Out front 21-3 at halftime, they pad lead to 41-9 in fourth quarter before permitting Cards a consolation touchdown. 
Quarterback Lynn Dickey ties Packer playoff record before 54,282 fans by passing for 4 touchdowns (17 of 23 for 260 
yards and 0 intercepts overall) and flanker John Jefferson sets club postseason mark with 148 receiving yards on 6 
catches, including a 60-yard TD reception, another Packer playoff record. Placekicker Jan Stenerud also 
establishes a club playoff mark with a 46-yard field goal. 

1983—DALLAS 37, GREEN BAY 26 (Texas Stadium, Irving, TX) — Packers amass 466 yards, a team playoff 
record, but are unable to overcome slow start, which finds them trailing 20-7 at halftime. They roll up 363 yards and 
out-score Cowboys 19-17 in second half, pulling within four points (30-26) on a 23-yard scoring runback of an 
interception by Mark Lee in fourth quarter, but Cowboys retaliate with 74-yard scoring drive to end Green Bay hopes 
with 63,972 fans looking on. 

Quarterback Lynn Dickey throws for 332 yards (19-for-36) and all-time Packer playoff record in losing cause, split 
end James Lofton emerging with 109 yards on 5 receptions. Lofton also spices Packers’ second half comeback with 
71-yard reverse for a TD, tying all-time NFL playoff record for a run from scrimmage. 


Don Majkowski's 4,318 yards passing and 27 touchdown passes in 1989 represent the second highest 
single season totals in Packer history, ranking behind only the 4,458 yards and 32 TD passes by Lynn Dickey 
in 1983.

The Green Bay Packers continue to won the best winning percentage in postseason in 
National Football League history. They have won 13 of 18 playoff games since making their first 
postseason appearance in the 1936 league championship game (in which they defeated the Boston 
Redskins 21-6) for a .722 percentage. The Pittsburgh Steelers and San Francisco 49ers are next up 
with .640 percentages, based on identical 16-9 playoff records.

1963 - E. L. (Curly) Lambeau, Founder, player, coach, vice-president (1919-49). 
Founded Packers in 1919 and served as team's only coach through 1949 season. 
Also played halfback from ‘19 through '27, a period during which he pioneered 
forward pass in professional football. Led Packers to six world championships and 
is one of only six coaches to record more than 200 coaching victories in the NFL, 
(others are George Halas, Paul Brown, Don Shula, Tom Landry and Chuck Noll). 
Also coached Chicago Cardinals (1950-51) and Washington Redskins (1952-53). 


1963 - Johnny (Blood) McNally, HB (1928-36). Also played for Milwaukee 
Badgers, Duluth Eskimos. Pottsville Maroons, Pittsburgh Pirates. An elusive runner 
and gifted pass receiver, he played major role in Packers’ drive to first three 
championships in 1929, '30 and '31. Also helped Packers win a fourth world title in 
"36. Still 16th place in Packer lifetime scoring, six decades after departing Green 
Bay scene, with 224 points. Collegiate star at St. John’s. 


1963 — Don Hutson, E (1935-45). Made second-most touchdown receptions (99) in 
pro football history, an all-time NFL record until broken by Steve Largent. Credited 
with inventing pass patterns, he led league in receiving 8 years and in scoring 5 
seasons, both also lifetime marks. Caught passes in 95 consecutive games, one of 
the longest streaks in pro football history. Led NFL in receiving yards in 7 seasons, 
an all-time record. Also holds league record for most points scored in one quarter 
(29). 


1963 — Robert (Cal) Hubbard, T (1929-35). Also played for New York Giants, 
Pittsburgh Pirates. A legendary athlete, he was one of pro football's first genuine 
giants — a massive 6 ft. 3 inch, 265 pounder who was a devastating blocker on 
offense and relentless pursuer on defense as a premier, two-way performer, Was 
an all-pro choice in each of first three years (1931, '32, '33) such selections were 
made. Played college football at Centenary, Geneva. 


1964 — Clarke Hinkle, FB (1932-41). A four-time all-pro selection (1936, '37, '38, 
"41) . .. One of the most versatile players in NFL annals, he was tough, bruising 
runner, fine blocker, good receiver and excellent placekicker as well as shrewd, 
hard-hitting linebacker. Fourth-ranking rusher in Packer history with 3,860 yards in 
1,171 carries. Played college football at Bucknell. 


1964 — Mike Michalske, G (1929-37). Also played for New York Yankees (1927- 
28) before joining Packers. Rated one of game’s greatest guards during pro 
football's “two-way” era. Two-time all-pro selection (1931 and 1935). A true 60- 
minute player, he was known as “Iron Mike” because of his great stamina and 
durability. Best asset was exceptional quickness, which made him equally effective 
on both offense and defense. Played college football at Penn State. 
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1966 - Arnie Herber, QB (1930-41). Also played for New York Giants (1944-45). 
Pro football's first great long passer. Won three National Football League passing 
titles and was all-pro selection in 1932. Teamed with Don Hutson to form NFL's 
first feared passing combination in mid-'30s. Ranks fourth in Packer annals with 64 
career touchdown passes over his 12 seasons. Tough, durable athlete and 
accomplished punter as well as great passer. A Green Bay native, he played college 
football at Regis (Denver, Colo.). 


1971 - Vince Lombardi, Coach and General Manager (1959-67). Also assistant 
coach for New York Giants (1954-58) and head coach of Washington Redskins 
(1969). Directed Packers to five NFL championships in seven years (1961-62 and 
1965-66-67), a feat without precedent or parallel in pro football history. His 1966 
and 1967 teams also made history by winning first two Super Bowls. Packers won 
nine of 10 playoff games under his leadership and overall compiled a 98-30-4 
record, a glittering .766 winning percentage. Lombardi, a guard, played his college 
football at Fordham, where he was one of the legendary “Seven Blocks of Granite.” 


1974 - Tony Canadeo, HB (1941-44, 1946-52). Became only the third 1,000 yard 
rusher in pro football history when he gained 1,052 yards in 1949. Still ranks as 
No. 3 ground gainer in Packer annals with 4,197 yards in 1,025 attempts, a 4.1 
average. A durable, all-purpose halfback, he was an accomplished blocker, capable 
passer and good receiver in addition to being a highly effective kick returner. Also 
played defensive back during early years of his career. Played college football at 
Gonzaga, where he acquired nickname of “Grey Ghost." 


1976 — Jim Taylor, FB (1958-66). Also played for New Orleans Saints (1967). One 
of six running backs in pro football history to rush for 1,000 yards in as many as 
five consecutive seasons (1960-64). Also tenth ranking career rusher in NFL annals 
with 8,597 yards in 10 seasons. Ranks 13th all-time (tied) in number of 100-yard 
rushing games with 26 and eleventh in career rushing attempts with 1,941. Also 
owns fifth highest lifetime total of rushing TDs, 83, Played college football at LSU. 


1977 - Forrest Gregg, T (1956, 1958-70). Also played with Dallas Cowboys 
(1971). Drafted No. 2 in 1956. Gregg was named All-Pro eight times (including All- 
Pro at both Guard and Tackle in 1965) and 9 times to the Pro Bowl. Called by 
Lombardi the “finest player I've ever coached.” Gregg holds the Packer record for 
durability with 187 consecutive games. Head Coach of the Green Bay Packers 
1984-87. Also served as head coach of Cleveland Browns (1975-77) and Cincinnati 
Bengals (1980-83). Played college football at SMU, where he now is athletic 
director. 


1977 — Bart Starr, OB (1956-71). Drafted in 17th round in 1956. Starr became the 
winningest quarterback in football, directing the Packers to 6 Western Division 
Titles, 5 World Titles, 2 Super Bowl victories, and was named MVP in Super Bowls 
land Il. Starr led the League in passing in 1962, 1964 and 1966 and was named to 
the Pro Bowl 4 times, In 1972 he coached Packer quarterbacks. Head Coach of 
Green Bay Packers 1975-83. He played college football at Alabama. 
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r Pro Hall of Famers =—— 


1978 — Ray Nitschke, MLB (1958-72). Drafted in third round in 1957 after playing 
fullback at Illinois. Most Valuable Player in 1962 NFL Title game vs. N.Y. Giants. 
Named to the NFL All-50 year team. All-Pro in 1964, 1965 and 1966; Pro Bowl 1965. 


1980 - Herb Adderley, DB (1961-69). Also played for Dallas Cowboys (1970-72). 
Packers’ No. 1 draft choice (Michigan State) in 1961. Five-time all-pro at 
cornerback. Played in five Pro Bowls, four of first six Super Bowls (two with Green 
Bay, two with Dallas). Had 48 career intercepts, ran 7 back for TDs (second highest 
total in NFL history). 


1981 - Jim Ringo, C (1953-63). Also played for Philadelphia (1964-67). Seventh 
round draft choice out of Syracuse in 1953. Went on to win all-pro honors six 
times, five as a Packer, and played in 10 Pro Bowls, seven as a Packer. Highly 
durable performer, once held NFL record for most consecutive games played (183). 
i ig Packers win back-to-back NFL titles in 1961-62. Traded to Philadelphia in 
1964. 


1981 — Willie Davis, DE (1960-69). Also played for Cleveland (1958-59). A 17th 

round draft choice, he came to Packers from Browns in 1960 trade. Became one of 

premier pass rushers in pro football history, winning all-pro honors six times and 

selection to Pro Bowl five times. Holds all-time Packer record for career fumble 

fecoveries (21) and second longest consecutive game streak (162) in Green Bay 

bsohant Helped Packers win five NFL titles during 1960s. Played college football at 
rambling.

Played 
college football at Notre Dame, winning Heisman Trophy in 1956. 


1989 — Willie Wood, FS poral Wrote several NFL teams asking for a tryout 
coming out of USC in 1960, before Packers agreed to take a look and signed him as a 
free agent. Went on to become recognized as a premier free safety, winning all-NFL 
honors seven times in an eight-year span beginning in 1964 and continuing, except 
for 1969, through his final 1971 season. A Pro Bowl selection eight times (1962 
through 1970), Wood also played in six NFL championship games, helping Packers 
win five titles. Starting free safety for Green Bay in Super Bowls | and Il, he broke 
open a close contest in third quarter of SBI, intercepting a Len Dawson pass and 
returning 50 yards to the Kansas City five, triggering a 35-10 Packer victory. Had 48 
Career interceptions, returned for 699 yards. Won NFL title in 1962 with nine thefts 
and also captured a league punt return crown in 1961 with a 16.1 average. One of 
only 6 free agents to make Hall of Fame. 185

BIRTH OF A TEAM AND A LEGEND 


On the evening of August 11, 1919, a score or 
more of husky young athletes, called together by 
Curly Lambeau and George Calhoun, gathered in 
the dingy editorial room of the old Green Bay 
Press-Gazette building on Cherry Street and or- 
ganized a football team. They didn’t know it, but 
that was the beginning of the incredible saga of the 
Green Bay Packers. 

There had been some preliminary talk and plan- 
ning and that night's decision wasn't announced 
until two days later, but the big step had been 
taken. So August 11 is as good a birthday as any. 

Actually the initial spark had been struck a few 
weeks before during a casual street corner con- 
versation between Curly Lambeau and George 
Calhoun. It was apparently one of those “Why not 
getup a football team?” remarks, but once they got 
interested they wasted no time. 

FIRST THEY TALKED Curly's employer at the 
Indian Packing Company into putting up some 
money for equipment. 

Because the team’s jerseys had been provided 
by the packing company, which also permitted the 
use of its athletic field for practice, the club was 
identified in its early publicity as a project of the 
company. With this tie-in the name “Packers” was 
a natural, and Packers they have been ever since, 
although the corporation had practically faded out 
of the picture before that first season was half over. 

That first season the team won 10 games and 
lost only one against other teams from Wisconsin 
and Upper Michigan. Games were played in an 
open field with no fences or bleachers, and 
interested fans “passed the hat.” But the team was 
so successful by 1921 that Lambeau was backed 
by two officials of the packing plant in obtaining a 
franchise in the new national pro-football league 
that had been formed in 1920. Cash customers 
didn’t quite pay the freight and at the end of the 
season it had to be forfeited. 

THIS WAS the first in a long series of troubles 
that the now famous team overcame, for in 1922 
Lambeau gained other backers and bought the 
franchise back for $250. Troubles continued during 
that season. One game was rained out and the 
insurance company wouldn't pay off because the 
Official amount of rain was one one-hundredth of 
an inch short of that required in the policy. 

Another storm late in the season when the 
Packers were scheduled to play the Duluth 
Eskimos, however, proved the founding of the 
modern community corporation. A.B. Turnbull, 
general manager of the Green Bay Press-Gazette, 
told the Packers to play anyway. He then went out 
and helped organize the businessmen of Green 
Bay in the support of the team, and the Green Bay 
Football Corporation was formed. 


FROM THOSE MODEST and somewhat tenuous 
beginnings, the Packers have gone on to earn 
national stature and virtual world-wide recognition 
by winning more championships (eleven) over the 
intervening half-century than any other team in 
professional football. 

The fact that these achievements have come 
while representing a city of only 90,000 inhabitants, 
in competition with the country's population giants, 
has endeared them to the nation’s football fans, 
many of whom are intrigued by the David vs. 
Goliath concept and the Packers’ unique status as 
a publicly-owned corporation. 

INEVITABLY, PROCEDURES at Packer games 
have come a long way since the sandlot years of 
1919-20 when the Pack was subsisting on the 
contents of George Calhoun’s hat. Then there 
were no ushers, no majorettes, no band and no 
public address system—the latter hadn't been 
invented yet, there weren't even any seats at first, 
and it didn't cost anything to get in. 

When the Packers began their existence in 
1919, they played on approximately the same site 
as the now abandoned City (East) Stadium, but 
with a mighty difference. Hagemeister Park, as it 
was called was just a big vacant lot with a football 
gridiron marked on it. 

There were no gates because there wasn’t any 
fence. Spectators just dropped off the Walnut 
Street streetcar and walked over to the sideline, 
or drove their own cars and parked about ten 
yards behind the ropes stretched around the 
playing field. 

If they felt like it they either sat in their auto- 
mobiles or on top of them, but most preferred to get 
out and follow the play up and down the field. By 
moving as the play progressed, you always had a 
“30-yard line” location and were handy to any 
donnybrook that might require a little help. In fact, 
when things got exciting the crowd sometimes 
spilled right onto the field, surrounded the scrim- 
mage ina big circle and virtually took part in every 
play. Teams didn't huddle in those days, or the fans 
would have been in that too. 

When the half ended teams grabbed blankets 
and adjourned to opposite end zones where they 
relaxed and talked over the tactics of the next half. 
Nothing private about those huddles. The crowd 
formed a ring around the players, a practice 
encouraged since it made a handy wind break. 
Fans weren't bashful about joining the discussions 
either, sometimes with surprising results. At least 
one early game was pulled out of the fire by a 
spectator's half time suggestion. 

In 1920 a section of stands was built—just a 
small bleacher with a capacity ofa couple hundred— 
on one side of the field, and a fee charged to sit 
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there. The next year a portable canvas fence was 
erected around the whole field and a regular 
admission charge inaugurated. 

WHEN HAGEMEISTER Park was dug up in 1923 
to make way for East High School, the Packers 
shifted to the new baseball grounds out on the end 
of Main Street. This was called Bellevue Park 
because it was just east of the old Hagemeister 
Brewery, which was renamed the Bellevue Prod- 
ucts Co. during Prohibition. Things were Big Time 
out there, with crowds of 4,000 to 5,000 storming 
the fences to boo the hated Chicago Bears. 

The Packers used Bellevue in 1923-24, but it 
was obviously inadequate and too far out, lacking 
about every facility needed for football. Agitation to 
build a new stadium somewhere near the original 
site culminated in the erection of old City Stadium 
just back of the new high school. 

The new plant was barely completed in time for 
the 1925 opening, but was an immediate success, 
the Bear game that year drawing a record crowd of 
nearly 6,000. It was a typical small town park of its 
day, with wooden fences and stands on both sides, 
between the 30-yard lines. Seating capacity was 
gradually increased until it seated 15,000 by 1934, 
with the end zones still uncovered. With the filling 
in of the area around the end lines the ultimate 
capacity of 25,000 was reached. 

AFTER WORLD WAR II, City Stadium gradually 
faded from its once proud position as one of the 
favored fields in the National Football League to an 
inadequate and obsolete installation. As pro 
crowds increased it was impossible to expand the 
stadium any further. With limited capacity, the 
Packers found it increasingly difficult to schedule 
top opponents at home. September 29, 1957 was a 
proud day for Green Bay and its Packers. A million 
dollar modern stadium with a seating capacity of 
32,150 was dedicated. In 1961, the Stadium was 
expanded to 38,669, to 42,327 in 1963, to 50,861 in 
1965 when the name was changed to Lambeau 
Field, 56,155 in 1970, and to 56,926 following the 
addition of private boxes in 1985. 

The Packers’ colorful saga, spanning 70 years, 
can be roughly divided into eight chapters. They 
take us from the “Iron Man” period of the first 
decade under founder Curly Lambeau to the 
present day, which finds Lindy Infante presiding as 
the tenth head coach in the team's history. 

THE IRON MAN ERA—With good financial 
backing, Lambeau began to pick up college stars 
from all over the country, plus some unknowns 
who were going to turn out to be “greats.” And in 
1929 Green Bay won the national professional 
football championship. They repeated in 1930 and 
1931 with a team featuring such all-time pro greats 
as Red Dunn, Verne Lewellen, Cal Hubbard, Bo 
Molenda, Jug Earp, Mike Michalske, Johnny 
Blood, Bill Kern, Arnie Herber, Clarke Hinkle, 
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Lavwvie Dilweg, Tom Nash, Milt Gantenbein and 
Hank Bruder. Many games 12 or 13 players would 
go for almost the full 60 minutes. These teams 
were hailed all over the country as some of the 
greatest ever. 

THE HUTSON PERIOD—Trouble flared again 
soon afterward. A fan fell from the stands, sued and 
won a $5,000 verdict and the insurance company 
went out of business. The Packers went into 
receivership, were just about to fold, when Green 
Bay businessmen came to the rescue again, 
raised $15,000 in new capital and reorganized the 
club. About this time a rather slight, lanky end by 
the name of Don Hutson came to the club. From his 
first game on, Hutson became the terror of the 
league and the secret of Green Bay's next three 
championships. With Herber and Cecil Isbell 
pitching and Hutson catching anything they threw 
at him despite any kind of a stop-Hutson defense, 
Green Bay won championships in 1936, 1939 and 
1944, and all during the Hutson era they always 
finished in the first division. 

RONZANI REGIME—After Hutson's retirement, 
Packer fortunes again went into a decline. The 
disastrous pro football war brought on another 
financial crisis after the 1949 season. In the midst 
of it Lambeau resigned to take a position as head 
coach of the Chicago Cardinals. Then began 
another major reorganization and rebuilding effort 
with Gene Ronzani of the Bears hired as head 
coach, Over $125,000 was raised in a giant stock 
sale all over the state. Ronzani’s teams improved 
each of the first three seasons until 1952. The 
Packers werein the thick of the title chase until the 
last weeks of the season. In 1953 the team played 
erratic ball and Ronzani resigned with two games 
remaining on the schedule. 

BLACKBOURN TAKES OVER—The Packers 
overhauled their front office and coaching staff in 
1954, hiring Verne C. Lewellen, all-time Packer 
great, attorney and businessman, as general man- 
ager. Reaching into college ranks for a head 
coach was the next step in the rebuilding plans 
and Lisle W. Blackbourn, coach of Marquette 
University, was signed to a contract. During the 
four-year Blackbourn regime the Packers won 17 
while losing 31. 

McLEAN MOVES UP—Likable Ray “Scooter” 
McLean moved up from an outstanding assistant 
coach to guide the destiny of the Packers for 1958. 
McLean resigned in December after a 1-10-1 
record, worst in Packer history in his lone season 
as head coach. 

THE LOMBARDI ERA—In 1959, the Packers 
announced the signing of New York Giantassistant 
Vince Lombardi as head coach and general 
manager. 

In his first season, Lombardilifted the Packers to 
a7-5 record and was unanimously voted Coach of 
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the Year. Then in 1960, the Packers captured the 
Western Division title and went on to win World 
Championships in 1961, 1962, 1965, 1966, and 
1967. Never finishing lower than second since 
1960, his teams became the standard of football 
excellence and the Packer franchise one of the 
most successful. Over a nine year span as head 
coach, Lombardi’s teams racked up 141 victories 
against 39 losses and 4 ties for a remarkable .783 
winning percentage. Even more noteworthy, how- 
ever, is the record of Lombardi coached teams in 
post-season play. In 10 Division playoffs and 
World Championship Games, the Packers emerged 
victorious nine times. 

BENGTSON PERIOD—Following the third con- 
secutive title in 1967, Lombardi turned over the 
head coaching duties to Phil Bengtson and one 
year later announced that he was leaving Green 
Bay to coach and manage the Washington Red- 
skins. Bengtson coached the Packers from 1968- 
1970, compiling a 20-21-1 record, and in Decem- 
ber of 1970 resigned. 

THE DEVINE DAYS—Dan Devine, one of the 
three most successful coaches in the nation’s 
collegiate ranks, succeeded Bengtson as head 
coach and general manager in January of 1971. 
After settling for a 4-8-2 record during his first 
season, Devine and the Packers appeared on the 
road to new heights when 1972 produced a 10-4 
record and the team's first Central Division title 
since 1967. But the Packers’ Super Bow! hopes 
dissolved in the second half of '73 and they slipped 
toa 5-7-2 mark. They continued their recession in 
'74, emerging with a 6-8 record, and Devine 
resigned. 

BART STARR —The most successful field gen- 
eral in pro football history as Green Bay's quarter- 
back of the '60s, accepted the challenge to lead 
the Packers out of the NFL wilderness, agreeing to 
a three-year contract as head coach and general 
manager on Dec. 24, 1974. Starr, who led the 
Packers to five world championships from 1961 
through 1967, asked for “the prayers and patience 
of Packer fans everywhere...We will earn every- 
thing else.” 

Although he had to settle for a 4-10 record in the 
baptismal season of a massive rebuilding project, 
Starr gave Packer fans new hope by assembling a 
sound organization and restoring a positive atti- 
tude, underscored by three victories in the last five 
games of the 1975 season. He continued the 
resurgent trend in 1976, leading the Packers to a 
5-9 record, highlighted by a three-game, mid- 
season winning streak. Major and key injuries 
slowed the comeback in 1977 but a strong finish 
produced a 4-10 mark. Hopes soared in 1978 
when the Packers posted their first winning record 
since 1972, an 8-7-1 record, only to be temporarily 
dampened in'79 by a record rash of injuries which 


spawned a 5-11 mark. Another injury epidemic, 
one which saw 27 players on injured reserve 
during the course of the season, struck in 1980, 
forcing the Packers to settle for a 5-10-1 record. 

Rebounding strongly in 1981, they rallied froma 
disappointing 2-6 start to mount one of the most 
dramatic comebacks in Green Bay history, closing 
with a 6-2 rush (an 8-8 mark) and coming within 
one victory of the playoffs. 

The Packers continued the upsurge in 1982, 
when they qualified for the playoffs for the first time 
since 1972 by posting a 5-3-1 record during a 
strike-interrupted season. They then embellished 
that performance by routing St. Louis 41-16 in the 
first game of the NFL’s Super Bow! Tournament 
before bowing to Dallas (37-26) despite a record- 
setting, 466-yard offensive effort. Starr was relieved 
ofhis head coaching duties on Dec. 19, 1983, after 
the Packers finished the ‘83 season with an 8-8 
record and missed the NFL playoffs on the final 
week of the year. 

GREGG ERA—On December 24, 1984, Starr 
was replaced by Forrest Gregg, a former teammate 
and one of the premier offensive tackles in the 
history of the game as a player, who had maneu- 
vered Cincinnati into Super Bow! XVI following the 
1981 season. Gregg, whose Bengals’ 19-6 record 
over the 1981-82 seasons was the best in pro 
football, received a five-year contract. 

In taking over, he declared, "I took this job to field 
a winning team ... That will happen.” 

Gregg's prediction began to bear of fruit in the 
second half of the 1984 season when the Packers 
rebounded from an injury-ridden 1-7 start to win 
seven of their last eight games. 

Because of injury and other complications, 
however, the 1985 season followed the '84 script, 
the Packers getting off to a slow 3-6 start before 
mounting a strong finish to again close at 8-8 by 
winning 5 of their last 7 games. 

Gregg, convinced the time had come to rebuild a 
team which had gone 8-and-8 three years in 
succession and was “starting to get old” at that 
level, made sweeping personnel changes in 1986. 
The young and inexperienced Packers, their task 
complicated by injuries to such key performers as 
John Anderson, Tim Lewis, Rich Moran and Mark 
Cannon, got off to an 0-6 start, then began to 
mature in mid-season and went on to finish with a 
4-and-12 record. 

Following the 1987 season, which saw the 
Packers finish third in the NFC Central with a 5-9-1 
record, Gregg resigned (Jan. 15, 1988) to become 
head coach athis alma mater, Southern Methodist 
University. 

THE PRESENT—Nineteen days later (Feb. 3), 
Cleveland Browns offensive coordinator Lindy 
Infante became the tenth head coach in Packer 
history. Recognized throughout the NFL as a 
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brilliant innovator, the 47-year-old University of 
Florida alumnus received a five-year contract. 

With turnovers and kicking problems plaguing 
his offense, Infante’s first Packer team had to settle 
for a 4-and-12 record but left fans with hopes for 
1989 and the future by winning the last two games 
to mount a strong finish. 

Building upon that positive note, Infante 
orchestrated a dramatic upsurge in '89, escorting 
the Packers to a 10-6 record — their best in 17

years — and within one game of the National 
Football League playoffs, spicing that turnabout 
with a league-record four one-point victories. 

In 1990, subsequent high hopes for the team’s 
first postseason berth in a non-strike year since 
1972 evaporated when the Packers — with a 
contending, 6-5 record after 11 games — saw a 
potential playoff opportunity expire in the face of a 
season-ending, five-game losing streak.

KS) Packers Own Overtime Mark = 


The Packers continue to own the National Football League record for most overtime games played 
in a season, a standard they set in 1983 when they were involved in five sudden death decisions, 
winning two and losing three. 

In 1987, they enhanced their reputation for going the “extra mile,” playing in three more overtime 
contests. 

The Packers have gone to sudden death one additional time in the interim — in 1989 when they 
outlasted the Detroit Lions at Milwaukee County Stadium, 23-20, on a 38-yard field goal by Chris Jacke 
— swelling their all-time total of overtime games to 16. 

ieee the Green and Gold have won six, lost six and tied four of those 16 sudden death 
struggles. 

They include a historic 13-10 victory over the Baltimore Colts in a Western Conference playoff 
game — the first overtime game in which the Packers ever were involved — in Green Bay's Lambeau 
Field Dec. 26, 1965, on a 25-yard Don Chandler field goal. 

In addition to regular and post-season play, the Packers have played three overtime games in pre- 
season action. 

Capsules of the Packers’ regular and post-season overtime games follow: 


REGULAR SEASON 

Nov. 26, 1978-Green Bay 10, Minnesota 10, at Green Bay; Packers win toss. Both teams have possession of 
the ball four times.

Oft-honored Jim Irwin, one of the nation’s most knowledgeable and authoritative play-by-play 
announcers, and Max McGee, who has become a popular and respected analyst in a second career 
after establishing himself as one of the Packers’ all-time greats as a player, team up for the 12th 
straight year to bring the color and excitement of Packer games to fans throughout Wisconsin and the 
Midwest in 1991 via the Packer Radio Network.

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[KG] Instant Replay Approved. 


For the sixth consecutive season, NFL clubs have 
approved a limited system of Instant Replay on a one-year 
basis. 

All replay reviews which involve contact to the field 
from the Replay Booth will be a maximum of two minutes 
in duration, timed from the moment when the Umpire 
signals timeout. 

The Replay Official will be assigned 10 a regular 
officiating crew and will attend crew meetings the day 
before each game. 

The following table outlines the number of reversals 
and plays closely reviewed by instant replay in each of the 
previous five requiar seasons.

in 1986, the system was approved by a 23-4-1 vote 
and in 1987 the vote was 21-7. In 1988, replay was 
cleared by a 23-5 margin. In 1989, the vote was 24-4. In 
1990, the vote was 21-7. In 1991, Instant Replay was 
approved by a 21-7 vote. 

The NFL has discussed Instant Replay in some degree 
or other since the early 1970s. The League experimented 
in 1976 and 1978 using two basic frameworks~an 
independent system using cameras, replay machines, and 
technicians separate from the network covering the 
games, and a no-frills approach using existing TV 
coverage. 

In 1985, the NFL used the network feed of the nine 
nationally televised preseason games to experiment with 
the basic system which later was adopted and has been 
used since 1986. A total of 28 plays (17 confirmed calls, 
4 inconclusive, 1 reversed, and 6 no replay shown) were 
closely examined in the 1985 experiment. 


Q—What is the objective of this system? 

A—The clubs feel that on certain plays the telecast 
viewed by the general public should be used to correct an 
indisputable error. The system will be used to reverse an 
on-field decision only when the Replay Official has 
indisputable visual evidence available to him that 
warrants the change. 


Q—Who will be involved? 

A—The Replay Official (a former NFL or collegiate 
Official) will be positioned in a sideline Replay Booth, 
which will house two TV monitors and two high-speed 
VCRs plus radio communications to the on-field officials. 
The Replay Official makes the decision although a 
Communicator (normally a member of the League Office 
staff) and a Technician also will be there to lend logistical 
help. 

Q—Why is the system referred to as “Limited” 
Instant Replay? 

A—This system will concentrate on plays of 
possession or touching (e.g. fumbles, receptions. 
interceptions, muffs) and most plays governed by the 
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sidelines, goal lines, end lines, and line of scrimmage 
(e.g. receiver or runner in or out of bounds, forward or 
backward passes, breaking the plane of the goal line). It 
also will be used to determine whether there are more 
than 11 men on the field, 


Q—Why aren't most fouls included in this system? 
A—It is recognized that in most circumstances the on- 
field officials have the best vantage points involving 
fouls. It is for this reason that Instant Replay will not 
review a list of the following 26 fouls: 
1. Clipping 
2. Encroachment and offsides 
3. Grasp of facemask 
4, False start 
5. Defensive pass interference 
6. Offensive pass interference 
7. Offensive holding and illegal use of hands 
8. Illegal batting or punching ball 
9. Illegal block on free kick or scrimmage kick 
10. Illegal crackback 
11. Illegal motion 
12. Illegal use of forearm or elbow 
13. Illegal use of hands by defense 
14. Illegally Kicking ball 
15. _ Illegally snapping bail 
16. Intentional grounding 
17. Member of punting team downfield early 
18. Illegal formation 
19. Palpably unfair act 
20. Piling on 
21. Roughing the passer 
22. Running into/roughing kicker 
23. — Striking, kicking, or kneeing 
24, Unnecessary roughness 
25. Unsportsmanlike conduct

Q—Is the television network carrying the game part 
of the review process? 

A—No. Although the Replay Official will be viewing the 
live network feed, there is no communication to 
television personnel as to which plays to show or not to 
show. The Replay Official does not hear the TV 
commentators. 


Q—wWhat is the step-by-step procedure of a play 
review? 

A—The Replay Official will view game action and a 
play will be replayed immediately on one of the two 
monitors, while the other one continues to record the live 
feed. 

The Replay Official makes a determination if further 
study of the play is needed. If not, there is no contact 
with the field and play continues without interruption. 

If the Replay Official believes an error may have been 
made, the Umpire will be contacted via a headset. 

The Replay Official will watch replay(s) on one or both 
monitors and complete his review within two minutes 
after the Umpire signals timeout. 

The Replay Official will inform the Umpire of his 
decision, and the Referee will make the appropriate 
announcement on the wireless microphone.
